}dulant fever, typhoid, cancer, tuber- 


culosis and other diseases. He was 
introduced to the Club by Delbert 
Harvey. who had charge of the 
meeting and thanked by Al. Ross. 

Dr. McVicker spoke of the mod 
ern methods being taken to combat 
disease and to prevent its spread 
and protect its victims or potential 
victims. “If we are to wipe out 
T.B.” he said. “we must have good 
methods of diagnosing, sufficient 
bed space for prompt hospital 
treatment, more public nursing and 
proper post sanatorium care.” 

Cancer, stated Dr. McVicker, kills 
39 Canadians every day, young and 
old and one out of every eight per- 
sons over 40 years dies of cancer 
Early diagnosis and treatment is 
the prime requisite in the fight 
against cancer, the speaker told his 
audience, “National Health Week is 
set aside to awaken us to the im- 
portance of good health, personal, 
communal and national”, he stated

Since everyone is talking of prices .... we may as well get in 
the parade too. Here Js our own survey, obtained by interviewing 
retailers, farmers wives, and housekeepers. Since this column is 
fundamentally written for women, we are painting our word 
picture from a woman's viewpoint; though surprisingly enough, 
farmers’ wives can give you a resume of the farm situation as 
graphically as their husbands, Not all the smart women are in 
business offices, 

We'll hear from the farmer’s wife first. Here's her side of the 
story. “Maybe the food prices don't affect us as much as the town 
housewife, but we farm women are feeling the price rise more 
now than we would have years ago,” she told us. Here’a why! 
There is no domestic help to be had, and work on the farm, cans 
to wash, poultry to feed, and those thousand and one other duties 
of the farmer's wife, still go on. “You just have to let something 
go, 80 now there is no time to bake bread or make butter. We like 
you, have to pay 73¢ a Ib. for butter and 12¢ for bread, and every 
week for our family four pounds of butter go on the table,” she 
continued. The farmer's wife was indignant over the clothing 
prices, and all those other necessities that she must buy in town. 
But the meat and vegetable question were of no concern of hers, 
On the farm, there is always a cow or a pig ready to be slaughter- 
ed and eaten or put in cold storage for future use. But the big 
complaint on the farm right now seems to be the price of feed. 
This farmer's wife had feed prices at her finger tops. “You can't 
make money on poultry any more, though we are receiving 48¢ a 
dozen for eggs. Since January, 1947, the price of laying mash has 
increased $1.20 a cwt. We don't make nearly as much from our 
fowl now as we did when prices were lower,” she told us heated- 
ly. 

According to our informant, the farmer hasn't been adequately 
reimbursed for hogs in comparison with the prices charged the 
consumer, until he received an additional 5< a Ib., a short time 
ago. This is the farmer's dilemna—too high grain costs to produce 
what he has to sell. 

Now let's look in the town housewife's kitchen and have a chat 
with her about the price situation. Here is a household where 
eleven sit down to eat every meal—mother, dad and nine kiddies, 
When we asked her about the high cost of living, she just threw 
up her hands and moaned, “Isn't it terrible; where is it all going 
to end?” We queried her as to the approximate cost to keep her 
family fed for a week but she admitted the whole thing was too 
complicated, “Maybe $30 a week,” we hinted. “Good gracious, 
much more than that I'd say,” was her answer, She explained that 
when one of the youngsters was sent shopping each Saturday 
morning with a $10.00 bill there wasn’t too much left after ten 
pounds of butter were purchased and a basket of eggs. “Don't 
suppose you can even think of buying bacon now?" we asked. 
Her retort was a definite “No”. This mother has found that some 
solution to her grocery problem has been met by buying in-large 
quantities. Instead of buying Individual cans, she purchases by 
the case. “We just couldn’t manage, if. we didn’t, that goes for 
meat too,” she told us, 

Our next visit was to the grocery store, where the clerks are 
kept busy changing the price tags from week to week. When we 
asked if business has shown any decline, we were told that, as a 
matter of fact, it was better than ever, but people were buying 
in smaller quantities. Due to the government embargo, on fresh 
vegetables, which has now been lifted, fresh vegetables are off 
most family grocery lists. Cabbage that was 5c a Ib. not long ago 
ia now 15c, and an ordinary head will cost the breath-taking 
amount of S5c. The grocers are now-busy cutting it up in slices, 
and if it goes any higher, maybe they'll be selling |t by the shred. 
One grocer states that carrots, parsnips and turnips are the most 
popular, as they are still priced within reason. However, canned 
goods, in spite of the higher cost, are still selling as well as ever. 
A clerk told us “At first people weren’t buying tomatoes, but now 
they appear to have become used to paying 27c and we have a 
normal sale again. 

The same clerk tells us an astonishing thing. Less cereals are 
being sold. Whether people have just stopped eating cereal for 
breakfast, or there has been some hoarding no one seemed to 
know, but there just isn’t the same demand. We can remember 
when corn flakes were 3 boxes for 25c, then 2 for 25c, and now 
2 for 27c; corn-meal was not so long ago 5c a Ib., now you have to 
pay 13c. Other cereals have risen accordingly. Maybe that is the 
one and only reason why breakfast isn’t the same any more. 
Even the big dish of oatmeal which cost practically nothing not 
so long ago, has tripled in price. 

“People go out grumbling “at times, but we are helpless,” says 
another grocer, while still another states that people seem to have 
awakened suddenly that they are paying more. When canned 
goods took their big jump Jast October, there wasn't nearly the 
repercussion, “It's a case of the newspapers arousing the people,” 
he remarked, It’s high time someone did some shouting about it, 
say we. 

Next comes the butcher. He has seen his stock-in-trade go up, 
up, up. Two weeks ago was the pay-off with cold meat, bacon, in 
fact everything taking a high-Jump. He counted the slices in a 
package of bacon—exactly eleven. And how much did it cost 
Mrs. Consumer? Exactly 43c or just about 4c a slice, That's in- 
fiation in the ultimate. And don't expect ham sandwiches in your 
lunch, Mr. Laborer. Your wife isn’t paying 95c a Ib. for it and we 
don't blame her. The butcher tells us that many of his customers 
are steering clear of the meat market as long as they can, while 
others come in and order the same roasts and cuts never mention- 
ing the price. 

From our few interviews, we conclude that the farmer feels he 
isn't getting the gravy or at least has share of it; the retailer is 
trying to please his customers though he knows the task is hope- 
less when they look at the price tags, and the housewife is doing 
her best to feed her family and not put father Into liquidation. 

Who is to cause for this inflation? Everyone. It isn’t caused 
from the sole fact that labor demands more pay. That has some- 
thing to do with it, but the real cause {8 selfishness and greed. You 
can’t blame it on any one class. We're all embroiled. All of us 
realize that the day of low wages and comparable low prices is 
real prosperity: not these times when you get three times the 
salary but pay three times the price for the necessities. 

Some economists didn’t dope it out this way, They hadn't con- 
sidered that we are living In a world which is partly starving to 
death and must be fed. You read in periodicals last year, the same 
as we, that by 1948 production should be rolling with such speed 
that everyone would be able to get what they wanted—autome 
miles, stoves, refrigerators, homes, and so on. Before that day 
comes, the hungry must be fed and the rehabilitation of Europe 
under way, Until that day, there will be high cost of living on this 
side of the ocean; it can’t be any other way. So, Mrs. Housewife, 
get well-stocked up in headche pills, for you've a long, difficult 
job ahead of you. And if you want to be ready magnanimous, let 
us pray, inflation won't engulf us completely until Europe fis on 
its feet.

Last week was National Health Week ... when the Health Lea- 
gue of Canada placed special emphasis on our becoming health- 
conscious. Through this association's efforts, mass immunization 
among school children has reduced the number of deaths from 
smallpox, diptheria, scarlet fever and whooping cough, but last 
year 512 youngsters died from these diseases in Canada. There 
is still much more health-education required, especially in the 
rural districts. 


Too, there are far too many Infant deaths during the first year 
of life. This is more applicable to rural districts than the cities. 
We have often thought our outlying residents are given too little 
assistance by the government in health education. There are no 
figures to prove it, but many of those infant deaths have been 
unintentionally caused by ignorant mothers. Mothers in the city 
are lucky. They are provided with clinics, mother craft nurses, 
Victorian Order, and instruction classes. The rural mother is 
given a book (if she sees a doctor) and from then on, she’s on her 
own. From the stories we've heard, we wonder our infant death 
rate isn't a black spot of our statistics 


We have too many births without medical assistance, for the 
simple reason there are far too few doctors in outlying communil- 
tles, which means that there has been no post-natal care. One 
needn't go many miles north of No.7 highway to find such condl- 
tions. We've heard of uneducated mothers simply taking milk 
from a pail which had been sitting on the barn floor a few min: 
utes before and pouring it in the babys bottle for its next meal. 
We've heard of mothers, overburdened with children and house- 
hold duties, who have lost patience with a crying baby and slap- 
ping it soundly because it wouldn't take its formula. Such con- 
ditions sound far-fetched, but they are true and you don’t have 
to go very far from Tweed or any small town, to find similar sit 
uations. 

The government spends thousands, importing immigrants from 
Europe, on baby bonuses, on schools, colleges and such, but how 
many CENTS are spent on educating mothers how to bring up 
better and healthier Canadians in body and mind. Think of the 
psychological effect on that baby who was pounded because he 
wouldn't eat. What kind of a Canadian will he turn out to be? 
What will he think of his home life? How will his physical heglth 
be affected? What of his mental attitude? 


Country doctors are doing what they can to help young 
mothers, but they are much too busy to act as nurse-maids to 
every mother and newborn infant. What we need are more public 
health nurses and heaven knows how badly we need them. In 
our nextdioor county of Lennox and Addington, a health unit 
was organized last year which is exactly what we should have in 
every county. A trained nurse walking into a farm home, where 
there is a new baby, will start a new mother off on the right foot. 
There would be no excuse for a frustrated. mother to slap her 
baby In impatience (though how any right-thinking woman could 
do it, is past belief), for feeding assistance would be supervised 
properly. 


Hastings County Council has been approached with a health 
unit program, but as yet no definite action has been taken. May 
it not be too far hence, for the rural mother needs such assistance 
urgently.

As yet 
we have hever heard one disparaging remark regarding Barbara, 
and that’s more than could be said of Sonja Henie, a former 
world’s champ, when she was in her heyday. Let us hope that 
this spritely blonde will never become a Deanna Durbin. Holly- 
wood ruined her, And they'll do it to Barbara if they can.

The greatest ambassador that Canada has ever dad Is 
now In Switzerland participating In an event that so far 
has proven to be a promoter of ill-will rather than the re- 
verse, the Olympics, She is Miss Harbara Ann Scott, of 
Ottawa, who has done much for Canada in the winning of 
new friends and honors. 

The thing that has always struck us about Miss Scott 
and her fame, is the manner in which she tas worn the 
mantle of world acclaim—like a garment that has been 
tailored for her and placed upon her shoulders, but which 
she has worn with ease and without allowing it to In pede 
her in her march toward her goal, Much older and more 
seasoned world figures have succeeded admirable until 
they reached the top but then fatled miserably because they 
did not know how to play the most difficult role of all 
that of a celebrity, It seems that our Barbara Ann has sue- 
ceeded in many things and proven herself a champion in 
many Ways, 

The hard work she tas done, and is still doing, has been 
too Important to allow her any time to “play to the 
stands’, ¢ven if she were of a nature that was susceptible 
to such frivolity, Before defending her world crown the 
Canadian Press quoted her as saying simply: “IH do my 
best’—what a contrast to the long-winded, Klamor-seeking 
statements usually credited to those in the limelight. 

Many have offered the opinion that Barbara Ann Scott 
should enter the movies and capitalize on ther laurels in 
the fabulous picture field. We think that Barbara Ann 
should, and will, decide that question without the help of 
her self-appointed advisers, and we also have confidence 
that she will emerge unspoiled by the glitter that crusts 
over the Hollywood empltiness. But we shudder to think 
what the movie press agents will do to the girl whom we 
Canadians have grown to love. 


FIRE HAZARD 


In these days of low temperatures and consequent heavy 
stoking of the home heating apparatus, surely no warning 
should be necessary regarding taking extraordinary care 
in examining and checking heating equipment. Yet, it 
would seem, many have overlooked the care that is neces- 
sary, and as a result heavy loss of life and property have 
been caused by fires throughout our.country in these last 
few weeks. Even in Deseronto the fire losa hay been heay- 
ler this Winter than it has in many years, 

The deadly logic of cause and effect behind this develop- 
ment should serve as a warning to all persons who have 
to tend fires or other heating appliances, Because of the 
cold weather more heat is needed. In order to get more 
heat, too great a strain is placed on heating equipment. 
The result is the large number of serious fires which have 
caused the tragedies which are now part of our dally read- 
ing. . 

Even in normal Winter weather householders and any- 
one else tending fires and using heating apparatus should 
make periodic checks to ensure that all sections of the 
heating equipment are safe and capable of bearing normal 
burdens. But when it is known that extra burdens will have 
to be borne by such equipment, more strict and more fre- 
quent checks are essential in order to prevent loss of prop- 
erty and loss of life. Such tragedies as have already oc- 
curred this Winter should serve as ample warning to those 
who have so far escaped the awful scourge of fire.

Trains will probably stick to standard time but will set) 
summer schedules an hour ahead. 

There will be inconvenience for everyone and especially, the 
American tourist, comments The Minancial Post. These visitors 
unfamiliar with the local rules, will never be certain when ap-! 
proaching a town whether they are an hour too soon or an hour 
too late to get a meal or do some shopping. 

Only provincial or Dominion Government action can save us 
from this confusion. So long as the responsibility remains with 
the municipalities there can be no hope of uniformity. In British 
Columbia the provincial government has taken over the res-/ 
ponsibility and on a certain date it proclaims daylight saving for| 
a stated period. In Alberta similar legislation is being considered. ! 
If other provinces follow these examples we would at least have 
uniformity over large. areas. | 
. Relatively the arguments against daylight saving are un- 
impressive. Farmers are supposed to be opposed, but that feeling | 
seems to have been greatly exaggerated. In the old days before | 
anyone ever heard the term daylight saving, many farmers dur-| 
ing the summer months actually set their clocks ahead and

On the other hand, adoption of summer time does gi 
urban dweller an extra hour of daylight in the reine: nich | 
means more, time out of doors, more opportunity to absorb sun-| 
shine and fresh air. By bringing his working hours more in line 
with the sun, there is an important saving in electric power, aj 
factor that is Just as vital today as it was during the war when 
daylight saving was compulsory throughout the whole country.

Golden Text — | press toward the 
mark for the prize of the high call- 
“ing of God in Jesus Christ.

No one has ever equalled the 
apostle Paul as a teacher of Christ- 
jan doctrine. But he was no mere 
theorist. He felt that truth in the 
head atid heart ought to issue in a 
befitting conduct. In his letters 


ing Jesus Christ and then gave 
practical exhortations with regard 
to behaviour. 

Paul draws the line very definite- 
ly between tho: who are Christ's 
and those \ ho are still children of 
disobedience. “Be not ye therefore 
partakers with them. For ye were 
sometimes darkness, but now are 
ye light in the Lord: walk as child- 
ren of light.” One of John Wes- 
ley’s favorite texts was from this 
passage: wake thou that sleep- 
est, and arise from the dead, and 
Christ shall give thee light’. Too 
often the complaint is heard, “The 
professed Christians are no dif- 
ferent from others”. Where that 
is true, the Bible standard of Christ- 
“jan living has been lost. The real 
Christian has arisen from the dead. 
He has no fellowship «with the 
unfruitful works of darkness but 
rather reproves them. He walks 
carefully. He searches for God's 
will and does that which is accept- 
able to Him. He redcems. the time 










Ephesus did ot continue to heed 
Paul's exhort.tion, “Be not drunk 
with wine, wherein is excess”, and 
the grandeur and glory of that 
great city has faded. Shall we as a 
nation suffer similar fate? 

According to figures tabled in the 
House of Commons, Canada in- 
creased her spending for liquor in 
1946 by $38,414,641 over the previr 
ous fiscal year.

Several years earlier, the twin 
villages of Hallowell and Picton 
were the scenes of a bjtter feud con- 
cerning the name the new town 
should bear. Some pioneer citizens 
favored “Hallowell;* others liked 
“Picton.” 

The name “Hallowell,” honors Sir 
Benjamin Hallowell, who, as a Loy- 
alist, was banished from Boston 
during the American Revolution. He 
‘afterward became an admiral in 
jthe British Navy. The name “Pic- 
ton” commemorates Sir Thomas 


[Picton Welsh hero, and first mili- 


tary aide to the Duke of Wellington 


latt the Battle of Waterloo. He was a 
‘lieutenant at the time 


An Anglican rector, Rev. William 


) Macaulay, ts credited with winning 


a victory for the “Picton” forces 
The people of Hallowell insisted the 
town should bear that name. Rev. 
Macaulay was equally determined 
that “Picton” should be its name 
He used his considerable influence 
to secure public buildings for his 
village, and also gave 2 large grant 
of land and cash. His insistence pre- 
vailed. 

If he were alive today, he would 
| discover that the town is practical- 
ly surrounded by a township which 
bears the name “Hallowell.”

Nursing Lectures 
Are Continuing

Mr. Rendall said that there have 
been 60 high school districts estab- 
lished in Ontario since 1944 and “it 
is virtually solid from Windsor to 
Toronto.” 

He explained that the matter. of 
)deciding on the areas to be covered 
by a high school district, was a 
geographical problem to a large ex- 
tent. “There are many, where the 
school is located in a town to serve 
the surrounding distri¢t, he explain- 
ed, “and there are others, where a 
smaller school ope in conjune- 
tion with a large hool or two 
schools operate on a co-operative 
basis, without duplication,” There 
‘are high school areas in the dis- 
tricts surrounding large cities,’ he 
jcontinued, “and these suburban 
areas, have no schools but buy their 
education from the city.” 

“The idea is to give country 
pupils the same opportunities and 
choice of subjects, as city pupils. 
The only weakness of small schools 
is that they are strictly academic 
and too costly,” Mr. Rendall pointed 
out. 

The speaker said that 
schools have many advantags 
as smaller classes and more individ 
ual attention to pupils, but that 
they are strictly academic schools 
and if a child stops school at an 
early age, he has no manual edu- 
cation, “I don’t want to discount

pbuilding a larger area school within 
a few years, “I don’t think that 
Napanee could absorb the Deser- 
onto pupils for at least three to five 
years”, said Mr. Rendall, “but in the 
meantime, the Deseronto school 
could operate as an auxiliary school 
to Napanee, until the Napanee 
school was ready.” 

Mr. Rendall pointed out that Nap- 
anee would not have a_ large 
enough enrolment to have a tech- 
nical school, but would have gen- 
eral shop work, a full technical 
school requiring an enrolment of at 
least 1,000 pupils. “The day when a 
small town like this can operate a 
composite school is done”, he said. 


|Optional Courses 

Mr. Rendall explained that pup- 
ils attending the larger school sup- 
ported by a school area would have 
more optional courses and those 
mechanically-inclined would be able 
to substitute shop courses for lan- 
guages or other academic courses: 
He explained that the school day 
would be a continuous one, with 40 
minutes allowed for lunch at noon 


-|for half the pupils while the other 


half would be allowed to study 
music, dramatics, etc. 

“1'm without prejudice,” said Mr. 
Rendall, “but some of you here 
think more of Deseronto than you 
do of the pupils. I’m thinking of 


the pupils.”

In con- 
junction with this group, the execu- 
tives have been able to work out a 
plan whereby the company and the 
workers jointly pay into a scheme 
operated by one of the largest in- 
surance companies, in which the 
employees are covered by life in- 
surance, weekly sick benefits, hos- 
pitalization and surgical benefits. 
This system also includes a master, 
overall plan which will eventually 
include a pension scheme, enabling 
employees to retire and enjoy the 
fruits of their labors in years of 
jeisure.

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DESERONTO’S HIGH SCHOOL 


The world would be a better place today if there weren’t 
so many misfits, men who cannot find their niche in life 
and who lack the training they need to establish them- 
selves in the vocation for which they are suited. One of the 
biggest reasons for their lack of training is that, when 
they attended high school, they had no opportunity to 
study manual subjects. Discouraged with the idea of wad- 
ing through French and Latin for another three or four 
years, they quit in the first or second year of high school. 
They had a feeble academic training and no manual train- 
ing at all. They were slow with their heads and had no op- 
portunity of learning anything with their hands. 

The Deseronto Board of Hducation has gone on record 
as supporting this system of education since it is opposed 
to the establishment of a high school area. A clear-cut ex- 
planation was made by a competent educationalist when 
5. D. Rendall spoke here last week. Yet only two of the 
school board members were present. 

The matter of high school areas is not a question of to- 
day, but of tomorrow, and the answer must be given today. 
The loss of Deseronto’s high school is a serious thing. But 
is it as serious as casting a large number of tomorrow’s 
citizens into a life of discontent and inadequacy? 

S. D. Rendall did not come to Deseronto to order us to 
close our high school. He came to explain the situation to a 
town which, evidently, places its town above its own 
children—a strange form for “town spirit” to take. There 
is no deep, dark, sinister plot behind the idea, nor any 
“squeeze play”, as one of the two school board members 
present at the public meeting dared to suggest. It is a clear 
cut, modern, intelligent plan designed to give the maxi- 


“mum in full education to the maximum of pupils. 


The day when education meant simply an academic gorg- 
ing, administered to those who could absorb it, is past. 
Education today is designed to train children for the trades 
as well as for the professions. 

As Mr. Rendall predicts, the Deseronoto high school will 
be licked in two years if it attempts to stand alone. The 
choice now rests with the parents, but when high school 
areas are in force, it will rest with the pupils, and the 
modern pupil is intelligent enough to know what he wants 
and will go to a larger school to get it, even if he has to

One grocer tella us that ay many as 4) 
pounds have been sent to city customers, while others have come

No black marketeering mind you; for 
friends In the big city. 

The butter versus margarine question has become so oiled In 
politics that it is running away with itself. You can’t tell us that 
the farmers’ objections are as compelling as they are depicted in 
the press. Many farmers’ wives are buying their butter in the 
same stores as us. Why should they prefer to pay from Tle to Tic 
a pound for butter if they could use margarine at 4c 

We are told that the margarine of today is no comparison to the 
tasteless, colorless product that was sold during the First Great 
War. It is now said to be as equally nutritious as butter, made of 
soybean and cottonseed olls. To be sure Old Mother Cow has ne 
part In the making of it, but there will always be plenty of shop 
pers for butter no matter how much of the cheaper margarine is 
placed on the market. And the wage earner in the lower brac kets 
who cannot, at present, afford to give his family all the butter on 
their bread they want, could see his children satisfied with the 
cheaper variety and knowing at the same time, they were getting 
adequate vitamins. 

If you ask “why is there a butter shortage?", you'll get the ex- 
pected answer alright, that “the cows don’t do an all-year round 
job”, along with a look that says even more—“sure we know 
we're suckers, but what can we do about it?" And that folks tells 
the whole story. What can we do about it? We can’t do much 
about the cows and politics won't release margarine. So our city 
folks will have to rely on gifts from country friends for the next 
two or three weeks.

No matter how simply it is pre- 
pared you can never get tired of 
a good potato—that is, of course, if 
it is carefully cooked and served. 

Baked 
Potatoes are versatile. Bake them 
with their skins on and prick them 
a6 800n as they are retnoved from 
the heat; if you let the steam 
escape, you prevent the from be- 
coming soggy.

one rounded teaspoon of salt to 
each 2 Ibs. vegetables. Boil steadi- 
ly, not vigorou:y, until Just tender.

We were interested in Mr. Maybee’s letter to the editor 
last week in which our high school principal stoutly de- 
fended the stand our Board of Education has taken against 
high school areas. Quite naturally, in quoting from ad- 
dresses at the recent Ontario Educational Association, Mr. 
Maybee recalled the words of the speakers whose views 
agreed with his own. That is your prerogative, Mr. Maybee 
now it is our turn. 

In speaking against the high school area, naturally, you 
did not mention, for instance, that J. A. Edmison, K.C., 
told the convention that, by the teaching of skills to 
children, schools could become allies in the prevention of 
crime, Mr. Edmison said that if pupils gain asense of inner 
security through the mastery of skills in the schools, de- 
Hnqueney can be avoided, and if inmates of penal institu- 
tions are taught a trade, they are far less likely to get into 
trouble again. 

G, L. Duffin, a department of education representative, 
said that more specialized workshops should be included 
in county schools, 

W. T. Ziegler, of the Kitchener Collegiate, said that 
there are four main objectives in secondary school edu- 
cation: “First, we must give a general education to fit 
stidents for their proper contribution to society; secondly, 
We must prepare them for a vocation in which they can be 
happy—too many students choose the courses to conform 
with the parents’ wishes. In the third place the high school 
should assist toa great extent in determining a pupil's fit- 
ness for university training, and, finally, the high school 
should help the student to develop personality and make 
emotional adjustments.” 

Only a fow weeks ago LB. K. Sandwell said that Canada is 
training far more “white collar’ workers than she can 
possibly use. This is a condition that has been developed 

by our present high school system. Mr. Maybee suggests 
that there has never been a reliable workman who was 
better with his hands than with his head. Surely it is clear 
that no school is planning to turn out morons with agile 
hands, It is physically impossible anyway. The idea is to 
make the student’s head work through his Lands, to get his 
head working as well as possible through the medium best 
suited to the student concerned. Vocational training is not 
for hands alone, Mr, Maybee. 

Our principal suggests that the Air Force would not ac- 
cept any but matriculants, Early in the war, it is Cruc, only 
matriculants were acceptable for alr crew, although non- 
tatriculants later proved to be much better material and 
were accepted on an equal educational standard. The Air 
Force did, however, ghaully accept non-matriculants tn 
ground crews, or the trades. There are many young elec- 
tricians, carpenters and machinists able to carn a good 
living today because of the trade tralning they received in 
the Air Force, and could never have obtained In our 
schools. 


Actually our controversy has dwelt on the question of 
vocational training versus academic training but this is 
only one side of the question. School areas, with the re- 
sulting larger schools, mean Opportunities for wider ac- 
tivities of a social nature, operettas, orchestras, dramatics, 
ete. These things seem to this writer to be important, al- 
though its importance may not be the type that comes out 
and slaps one between the eyes, We have never denied 
the serious loss the town would suffer if our school were to 
go. But, it seems, that would be the lesser of the two evils. 

Mr. Maybe says: “A half-baked high school training Is 
not sufficient,”

There is no accurate record cf 
the number of forgeries committed 
in Ontario, but according to known 
facts, the forger does a lively busn- 
ness and never lacks new victims. 
The busines man and the public, 
generally seem ever ready to take 
a trimming and realize only too 
late that they have been the vic- 
tims of a systematic fleecing rov- 
tine. 


in mind: getting his “take” and 
escaping jurtice. One, he is famili- 
ar with human nature and is trust- 
in that his victims have poor 
memories. Two, he is betting a 
hundred to one that the average 
person could not positively identify 
his or her own handwriting. In 
these two assumptions, the forger 
makes an eaty living at your ex- 
pense. He relies mainly on your 
inability to recall definitely wheth- 
er you made a business transactign 
or not, and hopes that you did not 
make a record of it. Poor memories 
and slipshod accounting on your 
part --sist him in his trade. 


Any good artist could copy the 
signat re of another person after 
painstaking practice. Bet the for- 
ar does not fool the handwriting 
analyst who takes a scientific ap- 
proach, and dots not rely on mem- 
ory or chance for signature identi- 
fication, The analyst knows, through 
the use of instruments, if the sig- 
mature is ~enuine or not. 

One clue in identification, are the 
mnooth even lines made in free 
flowing handwriting script as com- 
pared with the rough or corrugated 
edges of lines made by the attempt 
to forge the same writing. This is 
one of the positive! differences be- 
tween a genuine signature and a 
forged one. 

As I have related in previous ar- 
ticles, you write according to the 
way you think and all your writing 
takes the form of mental activity. 
As we think, so do we write. The 
forger than has a decided handi- 
cap, since he cannot think exactly 
as you would, .1d must resort to 
artistic inclinations to complete his 
work in forging your signature. But 
his artistry is not good enough 
to follow the trend of thought which 
produces the pattern you make 
with your handwritin. and that is 
where we have him. 


When we compare your writing 
with the forged script, the forged 
shows irregularities which are ab- 
sent in the genuine script.

The meeting held last Friday night between tie hit 
Council and the Board of Education bordered on pertec- 
tion. As we see it the plan is to do as much as Sarthe M4 
provide technical training in our resent school unti auc : 
time as a high school area is available in this area, at 
haps in five years, or until there ls some other nec cai 
means of providing our students with “large school” facili- 
ties. , 

If citizens of the town had offered such help in teaching 
their trades to pupils earlier perhaps high school arears 
would never have become an issue. In some larger schools 
such plans are already working on the basis of evening 
classes, for adults as well as youth. Prominent representa- 
tives from various vocations have been hired to teach 
classes in their trades to those interested in that line of 
work. Such a thing can be worked into our regular time- 
table here, theoretically, at any rate. The local merchant 
can teach and answer questions about running his busi- 
ness, perhaps do it right in his own store. The banker can 
teach banking, etc. 

But let's approach it from a practical angle, It's going to 
take the time of a lot of businessmen, every day, to handle 
the classes, If it isn’t done every day, or regularly, then it 
isn't the kind of vocational training that a full-time voca- 
tional school can provide. It's going to be, in large part, a 
system of contribution of time and trouble on the part of 
the businessman turned teacher. 

If the thing is done “whole hog” then it's the closest 
thing to perfection that our modern educational system 
has ever known, even better than a full-time technical 
course composed entirely of classwork, and it will keep our 
school here. 

iow many students have ever been allowed to sit in 
on a court session to see how policemen and lawyers and 
judges earn their living? How many have ever had the post 
office work explained to them? How many know anything 
about operating a garage, or a grocery store, or a newspap- 
er, for that matter? 

Is this to be a spasmodic effort “full of sound and fury, 
signifying nothing”? Is it to dwindle and die until we have 
nothing left but the bad taste of good intentions gone 
sour? Will local craftsmen give of their time to provide 
tuition? Will local music teachers offer to help in theatri- 
cals? Will the board bring in outside help, if necessary, te 
teach a vocation which is not represented in town? Will 
these things be done to provide the educational system

Cosy Cookery 





To cook potatoes well, without 
breaking them up, is a vital matter 
for homemakers in Britain, rationed 
to three pounds weekly. It seems 
cosy cookery is not, as you might 
imagine, cooking in a nicely heated 
Kitchen under pleasant conditions, 
but just another fuel-saver for Bri- 
tain’s homemakers. “Cosies,” which 
fit over saucepans, kettles or cas- 
seroles, are made of old felt, blank- 
et, tweed material or curtain serge. 
Double material is used and a thick 
layer of newspaper inserted be- 
tween the t Pieces of cloth. The 
Tesult is a osy” wihch ig some- 
thing between a soft dish cover and 
a fez. 

Here's how it works. After two 
minutes boiling, the saucepan is put 
under the cosy and placed on heat- 
retaining material, such as a wood- 
en table or thick pad of newspapers. 
The food cooks gently without 
spoiling and will keep hot for hours.

brought back to health and good

from 4 to 8 young trees right close 
to the old trunk and grafts them 
right into it .For this purpose he 
uses almost any sort of young tree, 
even crab apples. Water and plant 
food taken by the young trees from 
the soil go into the main trunk, and 
their roots finally replace those of

In addition to his 
law-enforcement duties the chief attends all fires and fun- 
erals. He Is also dog catcher, sanitary Inspector and weed 
Inspector. And now the Home and School Association 
wants him to take care of the kids. 

We fear that Chief HIM can hardly be asked to do a job 
that should be done by “poppa and momma", but obviously 
isn't. Child discipline, Ilke charity, begins at home.

‘The tax rate of Une town of Dea 
erontoe took a ninemill holat this 
year, That was the news that the 
finance committee broke to the 
‘Town Council at the regular meet 
ing of the municipality's governing 
body on Monday night. The 1044 
rate is 65 milla, compared to 
milla last year. The boost is the 
amount of the Increased allowance 
waked thin year by the Deseronto 
Board of Education and taxpayers 
of the town can credit their in- 
creased tax payments to the “touch 
of knowledge”, 

The estimated expenditures for 
the year totaled $45,422.40 and the 
eatimated receipta are $48,407.73, 
leaving $37,015.16 to be raleed by 
taxation, The axsemed value of the 
taxable property, business, ete, of 
the town, is $509,464 and with 64 
mills on the taxable azseszament the 
amount raleed is $37,544.62, but the 
one mill subsidy brings the rate 
down by one mill and the amount

time server. I think some men 
hunger for the empty chair, and 
clothe themselves with the honor 
of others before their hour Is ripe. 
He alone is useful who seeks the 
glory of God In the sphere for 
which he is qualified by providence 
and Grace.

great rejoicing. Bot while many 
shouted for joy, the older men, re 
calling the grandeur of the former 
temple, wept because, in comparison, 
the new one was greatly inferior,

Mrs. Dimmell 
Corrects Idea 
Of Food Situation 


A letter arriving at the office of 
The Deseronto Post last week from 
Mrs. N. C. Dimmell, of Deseronto, 
who is visiting her parents at Clac- 
ton-on-Sea, Essex, England, dis. 
agrees strongly in its content with 
a story in the “Between Ourselves” 
column which appeared in the 
April 21 issue of The Deseronto 
Post. Mrs. Dimmell! says: “After 
reading an article in The Deseronto 
Post, April 21st issue on how two 
English bables died through lack of 
proper food, I felt it was too great 
an injustice to England to let pass 
without comment, and want to tell 
you Just how I find the food sit- 
uation In ‘starving’ England in re- 
gard to children.” 

Mrs. Dimmell refers to the article 
telling how a young couple had lost 
two sons and had since come to 
Canada. “Pm not doubting their 
story,” she writes, “but the way 
it's written It gives the impression 
that all English children are short 
of milk, eggs and fruit, whereas 
the children get ample of all these 
foods.” 

Continuing, Mrs. Dimmell writes: 
“Over here I conskler the children 
are looked after far better than in 
Canada. For Instance, all the child- 
ren get free cod liver oi], and the 





. }concentrated julce of pure oranges 


is sold at Sd.a bottle, and free if 
you can't afford that, Milk, too, is 
free if you can’t afford the reduced 
rate of 2d a pint. Children under 
one year get I quart milk a day and 
over 1 year and up to 7 years 10 
pints a week, and from 7 to 141 pint 
a day, also children attending 
school get free milk each day. Not 
less than 3 eggs on all children’s 
ration books are allowed every 
week, all through the year, and at 
present the allowance Is 6 eggs on 
each book, adults as well, one 
packet of dried eggs a month are 
also allowed for children, and I 
might add that they get full ra- 
tions from the moment they are 
born for everything except meat, 
of which they get a half-ration. Ex- 
pectant mothers, too, get a priority 
milk, eggs and meat, and can also 
get bottled orange juice and cod 
liver oll. 

“Well, having got that off my 
chest about the children, my gen- 
eral impression of the food situa- 
tion over here isn’t half as bad as 
I thought it would be. Of course 
the larger the family, the easier it 
is to manage, and the people living 
alone or with just two have a hard 
time. One thing that has come back 
into shape since I was last over 
here is fresh vegetables and fish. 
Nelther the kids nor I are going to 
go hungry while we're here I can 
tell you. ...” 

Concluding Mrs. Dimmell says: 
“Incidentally it was in the paper 
this week that the birth rate is the 
highest and the death rate the low- 
est, so obviously the two children 
who died must have suffered from 
something else other than lack of 
food,”

She will have time too to attend 
a tea given by the King and Queen. In Paris and Berlin, she will 
study food and housing conditions, as well as attending to Ex- 
hibition details. That's a large agenda for a littl woman—but 
she'll do everything as planned and more too, What Mrs. Aitken 
lacks in brawn, she has in ambition and enthusiasm. 


Women can be 50 boring ... ts the title of a feature in the May 
issue of American Home, written by a woman (we can see her 
reason for preferring to remain anonymous). She literally tears 
her sex to shreds and then burns the shreds— and how she burns 
‘em. Many of us will call her a traitor; others will say “how right 
she is”. It all depends on your point of view. 

Want to hear what she says? It's a bitter pill! If you can't take 
a terrific panning, stop right here. 

“A woman” says she “likes men's company any day—not be- 
cause she’s a man-chaser, but because the conversation is more 
stimulating. They talk about “how I suffered” during the latest 
operation, or about the discomforts and sufferings during child- 
birth as though she were a martyr to her husband's selfishness. 
Men don’t talk about the Inefficlency of domestic help or the piti- 
ful situation of having house help twice a week. Men haven't the 
time or inclination to gossip or spend afternoons playing bridge”. 

Can you stand any more, dear readers? “A woman” says “that 
many of her sex make their homes an exhibit, not a real home. 
Their sole ambition Is to emulate the pictures she sees in maga- 
zines (such as The American Home); dusty corners, toys and 
children’s parties are taboo in such glass-houses.” Then, she says, 
“there are the women who complain about their children as 
though they were nuisances who bring nothing but work and 
dirt Into the house, besides ‘tying them down.’ ” 

The “bores”, as she calls them, aren’t peculiar to any income 
bracket, but the percentage seems to rise with the Income. She 
continues, “such women are so oblivious to the world outside 
their own small niches, as are the playgirls. They never read, they 
have no Interests, and they seldom vate. These women belong to 
the I-live-only-for-my-family group, and they will be completelf 
lost wher their children grow up, marry, and depart.”

damages from the government for! 
breach of trust. Mr. Justice O'Con- 
hor decided there was none. 

Back in 1784, some 1,500 square 
| mites of land along the Grand Riv- 
‘er in Ontario were deeded to the 
Indians by Royal Charter—apprec- 
tation for the Indians® loyalty to 
King George II during the Amer!l- 
can Revolution. 

Some of the land was handed 
over for canalbuilding by Joseph 
Brant, Sachem of the Six Nations 
acting as a trustee for his fellows, 
Other land was flooded. 

Today’s residents of Oshweken 
Reserve near Brantford, sought full 
compensation and interest at five 
per cent. Because Brant’s action oc 
curred more than 100 years ago, the 
interest was the bigger part of $1,- 
289,000 suit. 

Since 1860 the Indians have made 
attempts to get their case into court 
but not until 1943 did they get a 
flat from the GovernorGeneral per. 
mitting them to sue the Crown by! 
petition of right. It was the case of 
wards of the Crown seeking permis- 
sion to sue their guardian. 

Last January the Exchequer | 
Court heard an argument on points 
of law to decide whether there 
should be an actual trial of the case. 

The Indians argued that breach | 
of trusteeship was involved In Jos. 
Brant's action. They claimed that !

With so much to be done oxt- 
doors right now, it is very easy 
to forget about your house plants. 
But many fascin- 
ating kinds — in 
> Varieties some- 
times hard to get 
from a florist — 
can readily be 
grown from seed, 
which should be

Autumn, 

Flowering maple, 8 favorite of 
grandmother's era, has been much 
improved by recent hybridizera 
Pendant, bell-shaped flowers one 
to three inches long come in deli- 
cate shades of yellow, red, pink, 
salmon, orange and white —some 
with light veinings of contrasting 
color, 

Patience plant, another old fa- 
vorite, blooms all year round, Those 
that have flowered indoors during 
the winter may be set out in a 
shady spot to bloom through the 
summer, Because they grow so 
readily from cuttings and are so 
easy to grow from seed, such plants 
are often hard to buy and you will 
be amazed at the results from a 
packet of mixed hybrid seeds. Bat 
don’t forget the one great require- 
ment of these ever-blooming flow- 
ers—plenty of water. 

Begonia semperflorens is another 
ever-blooming candidate for a sun- 
ny spot in your window. Christmas 
Cheer, with its  scarlet-crimson 
blossom, above dark green foliage 
and Christmas Pink, with bright 
pink bloom and lighter green foli- 
age, are also well worth while. 





Seeds of begonias are so tiny that 
it is best to plant them in very 
finely-sifted soil, and just barely 
covered. With all such seedlings, 
watering should be done with great 
care~ The soil should never be al- 
lowed to. dry out entirely, as the 
drying of the tiny root-hairs 1 
fatal. 

Geraniums, often grown from 
cuttings, are also easy to raise from 
seed. But don’t distur the flat in 
which the seeds are planted, at

some seedlings may appear within 
two weeks while others may take 
four times that long before 

ing. 

Veriwinkle is a charming annual 
which makes an exceptionally good 
house plant because it endures heat 
well It develops slowly into a 
12-inch plant with pholx-like flow- 
ers and waxy green foliage. Prim- 
roses take six to eight months from 
seed and require cool growing con- 
ditions; although there is one vari- 
ety, with salmon pink bloom, which 
is supposed to be quicker, and flow- 
ers within four months after seed- 
ing. 

Seeds sown in shallow bulb pans 
or flats are easier to care for than 
those in open ground. Fine seeds 
should be pressed very carcfully 
into finely sifted soil, covered very 
lightly with soil or sand, and the 
container soaked until the surface 
looks damp, Glass or “newspaper 
should be placed over the top un- 
til the sprouts appear. Once up, 
they require sunshine and a con- 
stant supply of moisture. 

Your seedlings <hculd be moved 
into small pots, or later on into 
larger ones, only when the roots 
begin to crowd. Grown outdoors 
all summer, carefuHy watered and 
fed, they should develop into hus- 
ky plants for your fall and winter 
window garden.

Since my arcival in this country— 
wrote a Chinese visitor to London 
—I have observed with dismay the 
English way of making tea. In time 
of shortage it is unnecessarily ex- 
travagant and I have been able to 
convince friends here they can save 
nearly a third of their ration by mak- 
ing tea properly. 

After warming the teapot only 
one and a half teaspoons of tea are 
required for an ordinary-sized pot. 
The tea is only just barely covered 
with boiling water and is allowed to 
stand half a minute. A littl more 
water is then added and allowed to 
stand; this is repeated until the pot 
is filled. The pot must never be 
completely emptied before adding 
the water for a second pouring.

I wonder how many will be 
contented? Often we hear of re- 
tired farmers who are so lone- 
some in their town homes “they 
hardly know wha, to do with them- 
telves. Probably the women settle 
down more happily than the men 
—glad of the opportunity to give 
more time and thought to their 
homes without the interruptions in- 
cidental to farm file, They like to 
be able to step out, do their own 
shopping and then walk home 
again. If they have nostalgic yearn- 
ings very few admit it.

And then what of the newcom- 
ers to the country—the man from 
the city who suddenly decides 
farming is the life for him! Some- 
times 1 wonder , . . perhaps that 
type too, keep their feelings to 
themeelres. “The simple life" is 
often eulogised through lack of se- 
tual experience. Personally my heart 
aches—and my indignation 
when I hear of a middle-aged man, 
quitting hie job, putting his money 
into a hundred-acre farm and ex- 
pecting his wife and family to ad- 
just themeelyes to an entirely dif- 
ferent way of life, possibly without 
the conveniences to which they 
have alwars been accustomed.

You know the record of the government and the many things it has done to ad- 
vance the interests of all our people. You know the tremendous programme of develop- 
ment which we have approved and which will go into effect if we receive your support 
on June the 7th. We believe that is the way to assure employment in the years ahead. 
On the other side you have @ static point of view which thinks that all this development 
should be deferred until the threat of unemployment which they are constantly pre- 
dicting is actually upon us. Developments of this kind take years to compiete and the 
best way to maintain employment in the future is to provide the power and other 
resources which are needed to keep employment at a high level. That is the point of 
view we ask you to support. 

I do wish to emphasize one unusual feature of this election. The Communists in 
this province, relatively small in numbers, are highly organized. They are supporting 
the C.C.F. I recognize that the leaders of the C.C.F. Party have disavowed! this 
support. The fact remains, however, that in every riding except two where there are 
Communist candidates who were members of the last Legislature, the Communist 
vote, large or small, is going to the support of C.C.F. candidates. This may be un- 
fortunate for the C.C.F., and may be against the wishes of that Party. Itis apparent, 
however, that the policies of the C.C.F, Party find sufficient acceptance with the Com- 
munists to gain their support. 

No matter how worthy any individual C.C F. candidate may be you have only one 
way of making sure that, your vote is not going to be joined with a Communist vote. 
It should be remembered that in every country where Corimunism has come to power, 
including Russia, it came originally through an alignment with the Socialist party in 
that country. You may think the danger is still far away here in Canada. Only a few 
years ago they thought it was very far away in those countries which have been brought 
under Communist slavery within the past three years. The time to end the threat of 
Communism is while we are still strong and free, not when freedom hangs in the 
balance and we face one last desperate decision. 

This is not just an ordinary election. With democracy threatened all over the 
world as it is today, this is an opportunity for the people of Ontario to show by their 
vote that they really believe in the right to vote. Naturally I hope that you will support 
the candidate of our party in your riding. No matter how you vote, however, may I 
urge every one of you to exercise your franchise so that we demonstrate to ourselves 
and to those living in less fortunate lands, that we really know the value of our freedom. 
Never has this province advanced so greatly as it has under the progressive policies of 
the present government. Our programme for the future provides for still greater de- 
velopment in the years ahead. With the great opportunities which are before us, I 
hope you will give us an overwhelming mandate to keep Ontario strong through the 
years ahead.

During World-\War Two 
were three men whe acted as 
tasters for Great~Hinain—for the 
reason that the Government there 
wanted to get the best walue for the 
hundreds of millions of pounds it was 
spemding for food.

The tasters ate the eggs scrambled 
and steam cooked, They knew noth- 
ir of what sort of egg was being 
served, and the standard they used 
to jndge by was the taste of high 
grade hens’ eggs 

It turned out that gulls’ eggs didn’t 
taste quite as well as hens’ eggs— 
but somewhat better than guincahens’ 
egxs and a great deal better than 
barnyard turkey eggs. 

A few birds that lay small egss 
were admitted to the “top group”; 
but on the whole the eggs of smalies 
birds were dismissed as relatively 
unpalatable, Among these were the 
eggs of the linnet, whitethroat, red 
warbler and blackcap. Worst tasting 
of all the exxs tasted were those of 
the wren. Egss of “intermediate” 
taste came from the magpie, pheasant, 
domestic duck, swallow, blackbird, 
cowbird and cathird,

METHOD TO CURB SOCIALISM 


Resukts of the Ontario election and the federal by-elee- 
tions as well, are causing definite concern among the lead- 
ers and followers of the twe old

have a socialist government in Ottawa, unless the Liberals 
and Conservatives give it some serious thought, is not al- 
together remote. 

True Mr. Jouiffe inanaged {oO gain a total of only 22 seats 
as compared with 34 in 1943 and the figures are not such 
a resounding victory for the C.C.F., as were first repre- 
sented. Nevertheless, the advances indicate, that the op- 
ponents of free enterprise are on the march,

There were no outstanding issues during the campaign 
and indeed, Premieir Drew was condemned in many quart- 
ers for calling the election at all. His policy on cock-talil 
bars. may have alienated the support of certain sections 
of the temperance forces, particularly in the Toronto rid- 
ings of High Park and St. David's, recognized dry areas. 
There was a notable absence of domestic issues to Interest 
the electors. On the other hand, the gains in northern On- 
tario and the lower St. Lawrence area, Were some consola- 
tion for the government. 

The C.C.F. obviously, had a well-disciplinal organiza- 
tion and enjoyed powerful support from the labor-unions, 
particularly from those previously supporting the Labor- 
Progressive party. 

Some political observers scoff, when it is suggested that 
Canada might fall into the hands of the socialists but the 
results in the federal by-elections of Yale, Ontario, and 
Vancouver indicate, thar unless emphasis is laid on that 
possibility, it will occur before we know it, Senseless fight- 
ing between the two old parties will bring that very thing 
about. 

Following the results in Ontario, Farquhar Oliver, lead- 
er of the Liberal party, intimated that he would support 
the Govt. on all major issues. A man of his political exper- 
ience, is obviously qualified to detect the inherent dangers 
in many of the policies advanced by the socialists, Impor- 
tant legislation in the interests of the province, is likely to 
have the support of the Liberals. The lefts and the rights 
appear to be lined up in a positive manner and certainly, 
the Liberal party is anything but ‘leftish’. 

Now that Mr. Oliver has made his position clear, it is 
apparent that he will not oppose legislation, which may 
be construed as definitely good for the province. Premier 
Drew has yet to name his Cabinet and since the election, 
we have been cogitating in view of existing conditions, as 
to whether he would be making a mistake in inviting Hon. 
Farquhar Oliver and Hon. Harry Nixon to accept portfol- 
ios. Both men are competent, accomplished, and experienc- 
ed in public affairs and their capabilities are well-known. 
Whether any such thoughts will be entertained when the 
Cabinet selections are made, we would not hazard a guess, 
but the present Govt, could do worse, than by making such 
a move. At least, it would weld the two old provincial par- 
ties into a solid unit to combat socialism. 

Looking at the federal scene, the recent turn of events 
should be the cause for concern in the camps of both the 
Liberals and Conservatives. The Govt. has only a scant 
margin at the present time and unless all signs fail, it is 
not likely to improve, with one more by-election to come. 

Chances of the Conservatives winning the next election 
are dim indeed. Mr. Bracken lacks the colourful leadership 
needed to attract the rank and fyle of the voters and the 
party policies are weak in a good many respects. The chief 
party strength lies in Ontario and here, there are not 
sufficient seats to give them a majority regardless. The 
Liberals are obviously losing ground in the west and they 
must look to Quebec and the Maritimes for their main 
support. 

We doult whether the two old parties will manage to 
win more than a dozen seats between them, west of Winni- 
peg. The C.C.F. are strong federally and provincially in 
Saskatchewan, and they are gaining ground in British 
Columbia while the bulk of the ridings in Alberta, will 
probably remain in the Social Credit column. 

Therefore, We cannot see, under the changing condi- 
tions, where the Liberals can hope to gain an over-ail 
majority. The obvious answer {is a coalition and reports 
have it, that the hiearchy of the Conservative pasty are 
not opposed to it. As a matter of fact, party followers in 
Manitoba have already endorsed it. 

Years ago, the Liberals and Conservatives fought tooth- 
and-nail on tariff issues. Today, that is a thing of the past 
and generally their ideals on political issues, are identi- 

cal, The dangers of Communism and socialism in Canada 
are now more apparent (han ever. A victory for socialism 
would mean a higher standard of living for a few, and 
Jower standards for the majority. That is not the Cana- 
dian way of progress.

Doctors Should 
Speak Carefully 
To Their Patients 





Doctors were warned about the 
dangers of instilling fear into pati- 
ents by the use of awesome medical 
terminology in an address made to 
the Massachusetts Medical Society 
by Si. Reginald Watson-Jones, or- 
thopacdic surgeon to King George 
Vo and Surgeon-in-Chief of the 
Royal Air Force, 

“Every word we utter can either 
help or retard a bed-ridden patient, 
and innocent word sometimes 
can delay or prevent total recovery,” 
Sir Reginald told the Society, 

To illustrate, he related the ex- 
perience of a woman who had been 
unable to sit for two years solely 
because her doctor had described 
a wretch she had had in her back 
in such impressive but unintelligible 
language that she believed she must 
bh disabled, and she was. 

Many other patients are scared 
away from living a normal life 
merely because their doctors tell 
them they have mild arthritis, an 
ailment feared becatise of its associa- 
tion with a severe type of arthritis, 
he ted. 

To tell a person to “go slow” be 
termed “terrible advice” untit the 
doctor is sure that heart trouble is 
present. If the docto: warns a pati- 
ent to “go slow” because he is not 
sure, he may cause hardship as the 
patient will assume heart trouble and 
again sacrifice ® normal living. 

“It is our duty to explain to pati- 
ents what they have and what we 
are doing in simple words and then 
make certain they understand,” he 
said 

Sir Reginald declared that psy- 
chology was half the battle in bring- 
ing recovery, 

“I submit that 100 per cent of 
the hospital beds are filled with pty- 
chological ailments, for It is impos- 
sible to be ill without psychological 
reflection,” he said, P 

“Yet no aspect of medical treat- 
ment is leas recognized, more im- 
portant and more difficult.”

Gold Mining .... may have made multi-millionaires, but from 
what we saw of it last week, it would take a millionaire to fin- 
ance such an operation before profits would commence to mount. 
Most of us probably think that the chief concern of any mine is 
the hacking of rock. You could have all the gold ore in the earth, 
but if there was no way of refining it, it would be of little worth. 
Like everything else we know nothing about, mining looks easy, 
but actually it is a long process from rock to gold brick. 

On our trip north last week, we toured the Dome Mine, one of 
the Big Three of the Timmins area (including McIntyre and Hol- 
linger). The Dome is not the largest but is said to have the rich- 
est ore content of the mining area. 

Methods of mining and refining have seen many changes since 
the first claims were staked in 1909. Millions of dollars of mach- 
inery, power plants, working conditions that could not be en- 
visaged in the early mining years, have put northern Ontarlo 
mines on the world map. 

Being no chemist or mechanic, we won't try to explain the 
complicated grinding and refining process. There

Anyway they (an executive) say 
brick is sent to the mint every day. It is about 
an ordinary brick, but it is worth a ilttle more. 

Mining executives warned us that miners don’t wander about 
in miner’s hats complete with light, dirty clothes and faces. 

Today’s miner looks like any other laborer coming out of a 
factory, in fact some of them are a Jot cleaner. We watched them 
come off the afternoon shift—young boys, men and not s0 young 
men. When a miner reports for work, he punches the time clock; 
puts his lunch pail on a conveyor leading to an inspection room, 
sheds his clothes; goes into an adjoining room where his work 
clothes have been suspended from the ceiling to dry after his 
previous day’s work. The elevator which takes him to perhaps 
the five thousand foot level is practically accident-proof, and as 
speedy as any departmental store type. He does not have to bend 
over to work, the air is clean (fresh air being pumped in and 
stale pumped out), everything is done by machinery if at all pos- 
sible. 

When he is finished his shift he gets another speedy elevator 
ride to the surface. Again his lunch pail is taken for Inspection; 
he sheds his work clothes, has a shower, and dons his regular 
apparel, He goes home as clean and fresh as though he had been 
doing office work all day. 

The odd worker trys to pilfer a few gold nuggets, but his chanc- 
es of evading detection are slim. His lunch pail is about the only 
thing in which he can secrete the rock bits, and these are exam- 
ined in a methodical hit-and-miss routine dally. Only the week 
previous to our visit, one miner had tried to conceal free gold in 
his tobacco. The rock piece was worth about $7.50, which cost 
him six months in fail. 

Most miners have comfortable nomes and few financial wor- 
ries. Average pay is about $7.00 a day which apparently satisfies 
him, for in the three big mines there has been Iittle labor trouble. 
They say our Canadian mines are the most modern in the world, 
but it is difficult for people to belleve even in these days, that 
the miner isn’t a slave to the owners, and works himself to an 
early grave. It just isn’t so. .

make up his mind on public issues, Without hewspapers, 
or with only Bagged and blindfolded ones, he is in the 
dark, and helpless. An unfettered press ig therefore one of 
the essential] bulwarks of a democratic world. ; 

If any proof be needed, it is provided by the record of the 
Fascist and Nazi dictatorships, Rigid contro] 
of public information, and especially of ne 
the corner-stone upon which those 
Without it, they could never have 
they could do as they pleased, to the eventual ruin of their 
Own peoples as well as much of the rest of the world. 

This disastrous chapter of history should provide a 
Warning against any attempt, by sovernments or private 
interests, to restrict the essentia] freedom of the press. A 
free people must stand on guard not only against direct 
censorship, but also against more insidious encroach- 
ments.

free press is one which can record the news faithfully and

This sisfr insisted that success- 
ful writing was impossible for any- 
one who lacked a diploma — and 
a typewriter.

She has been writing “Chronicles 
of Ginger Farm” which appears in 
this and other Ontario papers, for 
the past five years, and has also 
had considerable success with other 
“free lance” work. She has no set 
routine for such work, tapping out 
her columns when she finds time 
— and recalls occasions when they 
were scribbled down in the hayloft, 
between loads. Possibly one of the 
reasons why her writing bears such 
a stamp of authenticity is because 
it has to compete with the endless 
‘chores” ot a busy farm wife.

The Clarke family numbers four 
in all — Mrs, Clarke; her husband, 
better known to readers of “Chron- 
icles of Ginger Farm” as “Partner”;

we kept them shut up for a couple 
of days to get us to their new 
home. On the third day Partner 
and | were putting up snow fene- 
ing to make a run for them. I could 
hardly wait to get it finished, so 
anxious was | to see the chickens 
running around. Ags lartner worked 
on the last post I said to him — 
“Now can I let them out?" He 
nodded, so away I went to give the 
chicks their Iiherty. Eaverly they 
crowded through the hatchway and 
then, when most of them were out, 
with one accord they made a bee- 
line for the fence and through 
it! Just as slick as that Partner 
watched them exclaimed 
— “Well, I'll be darned! What are 
We putting up a fence for, I 
wonder?”

It was really too funny for any- 
thing. We expected some of the 
smaller birds might get through 
but the majority of them certainly 
looked too big to wriggle through 
the narrow slats of the fence.

Many no 
doubt have wondered just what the place actually looks like; so this exclusive picture was 
taken to show them the comfortable, old-fashioned farmhouse, situated near Milton, Ontario. 
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Every year countless cans of 
home-preseryed fruits, vegetables 
and other foods go to waste because 
of spoilage — and most of this 
spoilage comes directly from im- 
proper methods of canning, or lack 
of care during the process. 

Fermentation 

Caused by yeast organism and 
may develop in all types of canned 
fruits or frwit juices. Can be iden- 
tified by cheesy alcoholic odor; sour 
taste; bubbles. Pressure, built up in- 
side, may even break jar seal or 
seam of can. Not actually harmful, 
but unpleasant to eat. 

Instead of open kettle method 
use boiling water bath method, be- 
cause More organisms may be pick- 
ed up from the air when you fill 
your jar or can from an open kettle. 
When you heat the food in con- 
tainers, you destroy these organ- 
isms. Always be sure you have 
a good seal. 

Swells 

May occur in fruits, fruit juices, 
tomatoes and such vegetables as 
greens, mature peas, shelled beans, 
corn. Develops a few days after 
processing and may be detected by 
frothiness and bad odor — or in 
vegetables rancid smell, Gas some- 
times swell<c cans and bursts jars. 
Not really dangerous but thoroughly 
unpleasant. 

Use clean sound food, clean 
equipment and containers. Be 
speedy as possible in gathering, pre- 
paritig, processing food and cooling 
containers. Keep food cool when 
preparing it for canning; store cans 
in cool place. Don't use any sugar 
with vegetables. 

Fiat Sour 

May develop in tomatoes, tomato 
juice, and vegetables such as peas, 
corn, greens, beans and pumpkin, 
No gas and no change in appear- 
ance of food. But food has sour 
odor, acid or bitter flavor, cloudy 
liquid. Although not actually poi- 
sonous, food should not be eaten. 

Take same precautions as for 
Swells. Bacteria that cause Flat 
Sour develop best at 100-130 de- 
grees F. temperature, Don't let 
food stand at this temperature 
before, during or after canning. 
Have food het when sealed. Cool 
jars or cans quickly after canning. 

Mould 

May develop on any canned food. 
Fuzzy grayish growth — slimy tex- 
ture in food. Musty odor. Not 
dangerous in small amounts on 
tomatoes or fruit — remove with 
part of food near it, then boil rest 
of food 10 minutes before eating. 
Remove from jellies or jams. Dan- 
gerous on meats or vegetables, 
which should be burned or buried 
with lye. 

To prevent mould be sure you 
have good scal on jars or cans and 
protective paraffin covering for 
jams and jellies. Use pressure can-

ner for meats and non-acid vege- 
tables. Use boiling water bath in- 
stead of open kettle to keep mould 
organisms from forming on fruits 
and tomatoes. 

Putrefaction 


May happen with fat meats, 
greens, corn, mature beans or peas. 
Food darker than normal, slimy or 
soft. Gas is present, also foul odor. 
Burn food or bury with lye. Never 
taste suspected food — boil 15 to 
20 minutes, while stirring. If foul 
odor increases, destroy immediately. 

Cause of putrefaction is under- 
processing. Follow reliable time 
tables and use pressure canner. 


Botulinum 


May be present in all under-pro- 
cessed meats and vegetables and 
Is Deadly Dangerous. Sometimes 
shows no signs although protein 
foods may have gas present, 
cheesy, rancid or rotten odor, cloudy 
liquid. Boil any suspected food 15 
to 20 minutes while stirring. Tf 
odor cither develops or increases, 
destroy as above. Before even tast- 
ing, all canned meat or low-acid 
vegetables processed by any other 
method than pressure canner should 
be boiled at least a quarter-hour. 

Cause of botulinum is also under- 
processing. Vegetables and meats 
should be processed in pressure 
canner — following times given in 
reliable recipes or bulletins. Use 
every precaution against this type 
of spoilage as it is most dangerous.

Farmers and canners throughout 
the Bay of Quinte district are hop- 
ing for rain in the near future for 
the sake of the grain crops. The 
‘ate pea crop will suffer greatly if 
tain is not received soon, it is stat- 
ed, and although much of the 
early pea crop taken off in the last 
couple weeks has been of good qual- 

jity the hot sun has been lowering 
i the quality slightly in recent days. 

Pea yields in the district so far 
this year have been normal or 
slightly below normal. Yields vary 
according to the quality of the pack 
and also according to the variety 
of peas grown. Average yield in the 
area last vear was about 2,200 Ibs. 
of shelled peas. 

This year the occasional farmer} 
has received a yield of about 3,000} 
nounds per acre while other crops | 
have dropped below the 2,000 pound | 
mark.

THE EXCISE TAX AND JOHN SMITH 


For the average man in the street to-day, the price of a 
new car is prohibitive. While much of the present cost of 
an automobile is attributable to expanded outlays in labor 
and materials, a truly Staggering percentage of the price 
flows in the form of excise tax into government coffers. 
If John Smith, for example, were able to buy a car in the 
31,.200-$2,000 price range, he would have to pay in addition 
a 25 per cent excise tax on the $1,200 which serves as the 
base tax, and an additional 450 per cent on the rest of the 
price. A portion of this is absorbed by the manufacturer, 

yet the excise tax remains dargely responsible for keeping 
new cars out of range for the majority of people. 

The tax was levied, of course, for sound and substantial 
reasons. In conjunction with import restrictions, it was 
designed to stave off the flow of dollars to United Srates. 
It was also of service in the fight against inflation, for it 
discouraged overspending in this channel. and it helped 
perceptibly in bringing supply closer to demand. Another 
valid reason too—for we must avoid over-idealism—was 
the lucrative revenue source this tax tapped. Any one of 
these reasons could have justified its imposition at the 
time. 

To-day, however, the situation is different. While the 
overall economic situation motivating the tax is the same, 
the Federal government has in recent weeks brought not 
only automobile but radio, electrical apparatus, and sport- 
ing good sales toa virtual standstill by intimating that the

Ruth 1:16-18; 2:20; 4:14-171 
Golden Text:—Thy people shall be 
my people, and thy God my God.— 
Ruth 1:16. 





The history of the period of the 
Judges in Israel is one of repeated 
backsliding followed by oppression 
from neighbouring peoples. Then 
the people in their sorry plight 
would call on God and He would 
raise up a deliverer who would 
lead Israel to victory and become 
their judge. After a time they would 
forget God's goodness and again 
revert to the sins of their neigh- 
bours. 

The story of Ruth is a most de- 
lichtful episode. But in to-day's 
lesson our attention is focussed on 
Ruth's mother-in-law, Naomi, She 
with her two sons had Ieft Bethle- 
hem-Judah in a time of famine and 
gone to the land of Moab, The 
sons married two young woman of 
Moab, Orpah and Ruth.

But shoes 
for a harness horse must be made to 
order. A style of shoe which. would 
fit a certain harness horse perfectly

Before the canning season starts, 
have your canner overhauled and 
the pressure gauges checked. In 
a recent survey of 183 canners, only 
29 of them had accurate pressure 
gauges. The remainder needed re- 
pairs or readjustment to be in safe 
and accurate working condition,

So be sure and have your yauges 
cheeked and cleaned. A gauge reg- 
istering incorrect temperatures in- 
side the canner may mean that food 
is heated too little, leading to spoil- 
age later, or heated too much, with 
consequent loss of food values. 

Gauges of the dial type require 
checking. Those of the weighted 
type do not-—only a good cleaning. 
Your local dealer may have equip- 
ment for checking dialtype gauges, 
If not the gauge should be returned 
to the manufacturer—packed as 
carefully as if it were glass. Should 
you get back a report that the gauge 
registers too high or too low it 
might be well to tie a tag on the 
utensil, saying how many pounds of 
pressure should be allowed for.

Besides paying attention to the 
gauge—writes Jane Nickerson in 
the New York Times Magazine— 
women should also pay attention 
to the relase valve and petcock 
which, contrary to general opinion, 
may be taken off for cleaning. In 
several canners which were examin: 
ed in a survey the little ball in- 
side the valve had cemented itself 
to the valve.

the tedious “scoring”, false starts and recalls which were so boring to all except the real harness

track is the Climie-Whitesill starting device, The barrier or “ate is built into the rear of 

the starter’s car. When the horses are lined up behind, the car moves off, slowly at first then 

with gradually increasing speed. When the starting point is reached the car speeds up, the 
wings of the gate fold, and the horses are on their way, generally to a perfect start.

Lovely Place Mats

How Can I?

Q. How can L make corn more 
appetizing and sweeter? 

A. By adding a little sugar to the 
water while the corn is cooking. 

Q. Hew can I remove blood 
stains from fabrics? 

A. Soak in cold water for about 
an hour and then wash tn warm 
water and white soap. If the stains 
are old, they can sometimes be re- 
moved by wetting with cold water 
and covering thickly with powdered 
starch, Allow to stand for several 
hours, then wash, If this Is not ef- 
fective, it might be necessary to use 
a bleaching solution after soaking, 

Q. How can I make a good hand 
lotion? 

A. Use equal parts of camphor 
and glycerine. Rub the lotion thor- 
oughly into the skin before retiring. 

Q. How can I kill fleas? 

A. Sprinkle salt about plentifully 
and it will kill fleas. Or, use spirits 
of turpentine in the water when 
rooms are scoured. 

©. How can I give a grain eflect 
to wood? 

A. Beauty of finish and the great- 
est possible grain effect can be ob- 
tained with a treatment of linseed 
oil applied directly to the bare wood.

When it comes to hedges, the 
gardener has a wide cholce. There 
are either evergreens or deciduous 

shrubs; slow- 
1 growing or quick 
* growing species; 
plants that are 
best left to assume 
-“;7 thelr own natural 
shapes; and others 
which lend them- 
acives to shearing 
into geometric 
patterns, The sort of care you give 
your hedge will depend, of course, 
on what type it is. 

. . . 





Privet is one of the most popular 
of all shrubs for hedging; and far 
too often it is ao badly grown and 
tended that it looks nothing Mké 
what it should—a “solid wall of 
living green.” Usually bought in 
two or three-foot sizes, it is mis- 
takenly cut straight across the top 
at planting time, This causes ex- 
cessive growth at the top while the 
base remains bare, 

> * * 


Proper pruning, is essential if you 
want privet-—or any other deciduous 
shrub — to form a dente green 
growth at the base. When planted 
privet should be cut to within four 
inches of the ground, or at the most, 
six inches. Other deciduous shrubs 
should be cut to within twelve Inches 
of the ground 


If the growth is vigorous right 
from the start, the hedge may be 
cut back in July or early August at 
a point about eight inches above the 
previous cutting, But if a late start 
—bad weather or poor soil has pre 
vented much srogress since plant- 
ing, it is just as well to delay the 
shearing till the following spring, 
when the hedge can be cut to a 
point from nine to twelve inches 
above the previous cutting. 

* *. * 


From then until the hedge reaches 
the full height desired, upright 
shoots should be cut twice a year, 
as in this way many side shoots get 
a chance to develop and a thick 
hedye is formed. Sides of the hedge 
should be cut more frequently than 
the top for the same reason. As 
goon as two inches—or at most three 
—appear, your hedge clippers should 
be brought into use t 

. * *. 


Old hedges that have been allow: 
ed to get atragely present a real 
problem as no amount of shearing 
at the top will induce them to form 
dense greenery at the bottom, All 
you can do is cut them all the way 
back to within six inches of the 
ground, after which they will grow 
wp properly, This DOES NOT 
APPLY to everyrecns, which will 
not grow up again if cut down. 

* . . 


The chief handicap to any nedge 
is weeds. A narrow strip of bare 
ground should be maintained on 
either side of the hedge, and if 
this is hoed regularly the little 
weeds will be destroyed. 

. . . 

Everpreens—such as pine, spruce, 
hemlock and the like—are treated 
differently, when used for hedges, 
than privet and deciduous 
shrubs. They usually make very 
little growth for two or three years 
after being put in position, as the 
shock of transplanting sets them 
back; and they should not be cut 
back severely after planting. 

After the evergreens really get 
going, they may send up quick verti- 
cal growth, In order to induce den: 
sity they should be shortened; but 
generally one shearing per year, 
alter they have started growing, is 
enough.

A week or so ago one of 
British Columbia‘’s oldest and

Here's how the Donnellys do it.

or more bags a day, each wit 
around 2,000 contributions. As the 


deadline draws near, the volume 
swell enormously. Most peaple 
Tush to get under the wire for con- 
tests just as they do to file their 
income tax. 

A bonded messenger gets the bags. 
Careful check is made to be sure 
the number signed for reaches the 
contest room. In the room they are 
Kept under lock and key until the 
contest staff goes to work upon 
them. 

The steps in judging are system. 
atic. A battery of workers, picked 
for natural judging ability and 
trained in the actual work, is ready 
and waiting when the letters arrive. 
As fast as the envelopes come in 
they are opened and examined to 
see if the entry complies with the 
terms of the contest. Was it posted 
before the expiration of the contest 
Gate? Is a box top, of reasonable 
facsimile thereof, enclosed? (Yes, 
Some persons actually go to the 
trouble of making facsimiles, and do 
it very well with color effects). 

Preliminary Judging 

Then comes what is called “pre- 
liminary judging.” The trained 
workers run through the entries to 
see if they meet basic requirements, 
such as the specified number of 
words or the rhyme. A rough estim- 
ate is made of the merit of cach. 
Fach worker who passes upon an 
entry writes his or her initials upon 
3t, 

Next comes the “junior judging,” 
with scoring by points. For each 
contest a scale is set up in accord 
with the terms of the contest, A 





typical one may read something like 
this: 
For completing statement (or 


jingle) 10 points maximum. 

For aptness, 30 points maximum. 

For sincerity, 30 points maximum. 

For originality, 30 points max 

Total, 100 pointa maximum. 

The junior judges “grade” the 
entries just as if they were examin- 
ation papers on the basis of these 
points and total the score. They too, 
sign their initials. 

The senior judges then take over. 
The seniors grade the papers over 
again, sometimes changing the 
marks given by the junior judges, 
but leaving the firet ratings visible 
so that the next set of judges, who 
have the final say, can sce what was 
done at each stage

Snap Beans 

Wash, trim ends, and cut into 1- 
inch pieces. Cover with boiling wa- 
ter, and boil & minutes. 

Glase Jara: Pack hot to % inch 
of top. Cover with hot cooking liq- 
uid. Leave W-inch head apace. Add 
4% teaspoon salt to pints: 1 tearpoon 
to quarte.

useful purpose, too. It would provide competition to an 
over-coddled dairy industry. Since lack of competition con- 
stitutes monopoly, any industry enjoying such a synthetic 
privilege naturally tends to become lack-a-daisical and 
lacking in incentive. Not only would margarine competi- 
tion provide a shot in the arm to these complacent dairy 
industries, but it would help keep the price of butter in 
line, foras long as the demand for butter continues to ex- 
ceed supply, its cost will continue to spiral. 

To compare the nutritional value and flavor of the two 
here would only be superfluous. They are evenly matched 
on both counts. A test conducted by a Federal M.P. on his 
colleagues proved conclusively that, without a wrapper, 
the two products were indistinguishable in taste and ap- 
pearance. 

Then why the continued ban on margarine? Everyone 
knows the answer:  politics—the active lobbying of the 
dairy interests in Ottawa against its removal, Against this 
compact, vocal lobby stand the unorganized yet over- 
whelmingly larger, consumer body of Canada, Inevitably 
the consumers, when aroused, would win out, but the cri- 
tical situation calls for more immediate measures. Recent- 
ly the Cabinet referred the legislation banning margarine 
to the Supreme Court to test its validity. Such an approach 
to the problem is evasive, worthless and time-consuming. 
The Supreme Court holds the constitutional power to de- 
termine merely whether the act in question falls within 
the Dominion or Provincial spheres of legislation. There 
isa simpler solution, one which calls for a political cour- 
age hitherto lacking: Repeal of the sections banning mar- 
garine in the Federal Act. Until this is done the butter con- 
sumer will continue his haphazard existence at the mercy 
of an absurd monopoly. ;

In spite of the efforts of many ae - 
petition signed by 50 ratepayers, and numerous aes 
forms of agitation, the Deseronto Town ¢ ouncil still seems 
determined to turn the town over to our canine friends. ; 

A recent newspaper despatch says: “Nineteen Brockville 
residents paid fines during the month of July for allowing 
their dogs to run at large contrary to the town by-laws.

¢. ough for the bet to be placed. 


The victim in such cases, of 
course, was supposed to be the 
foolish bookmaker who took the 
bet; and Weil, when he had a suf- 
ficiently well-heeled fish on the 
hook, would sometimes go to the 
extent of setting up a fake book- 
makcr’s e:‘ablishment, or “store,” 
complete with staff, odds-board, 
telegraph ticker and suy pposed cus- 
tomers. By the time the sucker 
woke up to the fact that his * ‘sure 
thing” hadn't won at all, and that 
he had been gypped, all these would 
have miraculously vanished, not to 
reappear until there was a fresh 
victim, with fresh money, in sight.

Management Should 
Tell Labor More 


In a recent oat the President 
of the greay General Foods Corpor 





ation said some things which should 
be of real interest to every employer 
of lahbor—whether the employees 


number two, ten or ten thousand. 
Hig subject was how management 
gets along with employees in these 
resticss times, and about how ef- 
fectively or otherwise management 
performs that all-important job. 

He was of the opinion, he said, 
that 35 million people in the United 
States are still unconvinced about 
the merits of our free-enterprise, 
profit-and-loss system; also that 
only one worker in five gets any in- 
formation at all about profits, wages 
and his employer’s fi nancial con- 
dition 

When management docs make an 
effort to talk things over frankly 
and regularly with ita enrployees, 
he went on to say, there is too 
often a tendency to use technical, 
financial and economic language far 
over many of the listeners’ heads. 

“We are neither noblemen nor 
frock-coated fat cats. We are just 
human beings, with worries and 
problems like other human beings. 
Ne make mistakes but our inten- 
tions toward other people are 
generally good. Management has left 
open a wide hole through which its 
adversaries are driving half truths 
and falsehoods.” 

These are statements which are 
just as applicable in Canada as in 
the United States. The job of ex- 
plaining itself to its workers, and 
to the general public, is about as 
vital a job as management faces to- 
day. If workers fail to understand 
the system which produces their 
pay envelopes, and why it is the 
most fruitful economic system yet 
devised in the world, can anybody 
justly blame some of them if they 
fall for the false doctrines of crack- 
pot Communists and “fellow-travel- 
fers”? And a good portion of the 
blame can be charged to manage- 
ments which fail to do an effective 
and persistent job of explaining 
what makes the wheels go round.

“soil soaker” is a new irrigator— 
which fits any hose—that has just 
come on the market. The new con- 
traption consists of a small round 
cylinder perforated with miany tiny 
holes through which the water bub- 
bles, soaking and aerating the soil 
at one and the same time.

More and more gardeners, in order 
to improve the quality of the soil, 
are making a point of sowing some 
“green manure” crop in vegetable 
gardens, in annual flower beds, or 
fa any other garden patch that can 
be spared during the early fall or 
early spring. 

Fall wheat is a fine crop for .this 
purpose and so is rye. You will need 
about one pound of either for 400 
square feet—or about two bushels 
to an acre. Scatter the seed over 
your beds in late August or early 
September, then cultivate it in. 

. . . 

Don’t delay too long the pruning 
of your rambler roses; in fact the 
best plan is to tackle the job as 
soon as possible after flowering is 
done. Pruning should be done every 
year, because of the heavy growth. 

All you have to do is cut out, 
close to the ground, all the canes 
that have flowered this year. Tying 
and training the new canes should 
begin immediately after the cutting 
is done, 

. * * 

If you want pansies to edge a 
flower bed or border q walk next 
spring, start growing the plants 
from seed right now. Fresh seed, 
planted in a coldframe or flat within 
the next two or three weeks, should 
germinate abundantly The .seed- 
lings should be then pricked out 
and properly spaced, and the young 
plants finally moved to their per- 
manent places in October.

“Even a modest garden Contains, 
for those who know how to look 
and to wait, more instruction than 
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There are many who claim that 
they simply do not like squash as 
a table vegetable when, as a matter 
of fact, they have never tasted it 
when properly cooked. For squash 
can be very tasty, as well as health- 
ful, whether it is the crookneck 
variety, the Italias or Zucchini 
squash, or the saucer-shaped patty 
pans. Here are some recipes you 
are almost certain to enjoy; but one 
thing is very important. Squash of 
any kind should be used wher 
young and tender—not after the 
shell grows tough and hard. 


Squash, Pan-fried 


Slice squash about three quarters 
of an inch thick; dip slices into 
milk, then into fine bread crumbs 
seasoned with onion, salt, pepper, 
etc. Saute in butter or cooking fat 
10 to 12 minutes or until golden 
brown and crisp and serve hot. 


Spanish-style Squash 


One small summer squash and 
one medium-size eggplant cut in 
amall dice.

EFFORTS TO NATIONALIZE 
SYSTEM IN ANTIPODES HAS 
FAILED 





The Commonwealth of Australia 
on Wednesday, August 11th, ruled 
the Government-proposed national- 
ization of commercial banking, un- 
constitutional. Among other things, 
the court held the legislation to be 
contrary to Section 92 of the Aus- 
tralian Constitution, which says 
that trade between the states shall 
be absolutely free. 

Commenting on the judgement, 
Robert Rae, President of The Cana- 
dian Bankers’ Association, said 
‘While the Constitutional relation- 
ship in regard to banking in Aus- 
tralia, is not on all fours with Can- 
ada, no doubt the essential prin- 
ciple on which the judgemen* was 
based, is common to both coun- 
tries. That is, that government- 
ownership of commercial banking 
jeopardizes its present impartiality 
and potentially interferes with free- 
dom of commerce. That principle

The time has come, we feel, when Deseronto people who 
wish to travel should get a little better service In the way 
of buses. The old, broken-down buses which still travel 
through this town between Gananoque and Toronto are a 
disgrace to any company and, as some of their own driv- 
ers have stated, “should never be on the road”, 

Not long ago friends of ours travelling here from Tor- 

. onto tried to board a newer bus in preference to one of the 
ancient type but were told that, despite the fact they were 
making a 150-mile trip, they would have to ride in the 
older bus. In fact their request was answered in haughty 
tones with the words: “You can’t be too choosy these days, 
you know.” 

Others have had similar troubles. In Winter these old 
buses are deathly cold and in Summer the gasoline fumes 
and the dust and dirt of the seats and aisles is nauseating. 
The fact that these are “troubled times” is an excuse that 
has been worn threadbare by companies who do not wish 
to spend money to give back some service to the public 
which has made their money forthem. In Western Ontario 
the Gray Coach Lines have all new buses and so have the 
Colonial Lines on the Eastern runs. We know of no muni- 
cipal bus system in even the smaller towns and cities that 
has anything but the most modern and most comfortable 
buses, 

Personally we have waited for buses here that were al- 
most two hours late, and this in Summer when the driving 
has been good. And on our last three trips to Belleville we 
have been charged three different fares by as many dif- 
ferent drivers, 

We think the public has been too lenient and easy-going 
and “understanding” in this matter. 

The day has come when bus passengers can be “choosy”.

It IS possible to makea proht 
betting on thé horses; and to make 
up for misleading you im the past,

Well then, first of all you manage 
to pick out—right at the very be- 
ginning of its career—some such 
akate as the one called STYMIE. 
You might find this considerable of 
a chore sccing that STYMIE — 
when he was retired from racing a 
few weeks back—had amassed by 
far the largest winnings in the 
history of the sport, amounting to 
between 900 and 950 thousand dol- 
lars.

Ananias, Disciple at Damascus. 
Acts 9:10-20, 





Golden Text:—I delight to do thy 
will, O my God; Yea, thy law .s 
within my heart.—Psalms 40:5. 





The conversion of Saul on the 
road to Damascus was, without 
doubt, the most important event in 
the early Christian Church after 
Pentecost. This man who stood by 
the garments of those stoning the 
saintly Stephen was a fierce perse- 
cutor of “the way.” After his con- 
version he became the greatest of 
the Apostics, taking the message of 
Christianity to the Gentiles in Asia 
and Europe, standing before Kings 
and bearing witness to Israel. 
Thirteen of his letters are included 
in the New Testament. 

But to-day’s lesson is not about 
Saul but about the unheralded 
character, Ananias. This man re- 
ceived in a vision, a message from 
God to go to Saul for “behold, he 
prayeth.” Ananias might have real- 
ized that a man who is truly pray- 
ing is not to be feared. But he 
hesitated for he knew of Saul’s 
breathing out threatenings against 
the disciples. However, God dis- 
closed to him His purpose concern- 
ing Saul and Ananias promptly 
obeyed. He prayed and the scales 
fell from Saul’s eyes.

If you sign your name with a ball 
poitt pen your signature can easily 
be forged. Examine any writing 
made with a ball point pen and you 
will see how the 
lines fade on the 
upstrokes and 
become heavy 
on the down- 
strokes, causing 
breaks between 
letters, and 
shading due to 
uneven pressure. 

‘ Writing with 
this style of pen does not portray 
the true characteristics of the writer 
because the ball point slides and 
skims over the surface of the paper 
with such case that no two similar 
letters take the same formation. 
Stecl pens require pressure and 
guidance to form cach letter with 
the result that the writing is clear 
and deep without variations in letter 
formations. The effort put into 
writing with a steel pen makes forg- 
ery difhcult and easily recognized 
by the hand-writing expert. The 
signature signed with a ball point 
pen is extremely difficult to analyse 
for indications of forgery, due to 
these variations and the absence of 
pressure in the writing. 

Legal documents such as wills, 
cheques, and contracts signed with 
ball point pens can be easily copied 
by an amateur forger and may 
cause considerable difficulty in legal 
circles, financial and banking insti- 
tutions, as handwriting experts have 
no way of detecting « forgery of 
the genuine signatures.

Great Britain 
There was really important news 


from the Old Country recently, 
akhough it wasn't the sort that got 
many big newspaper headlines. On 
August 15th plum and apple jam 
was finally taken off the rationed 
Bet; and only those who recall the 
first years of World War One, and 
eepeciaily those who floundered 
through the mud of France and 
Planders on g diet of that delicacy 
eombined with bully beef, can 
realire that “plum-and-apple” is 
more than” just something that 
eomes in tins—its’ an institution, 
more or icss sacred 

When the German. submarine 
Blockade came within a hairsbreadth 
of starving Britain into submission 
more than 30 years ago, the food 
manufacturers turned almost every- 
thing that could be swallowed into 
a food product. The principal in- 
gredient—the “filler”’—in jams was 
ground-up turnips, mangels, and the 
Bke, mixed with unspecified color- 
ings and flavorings. But whatever 
went with it, always it out 
plum-and-apple. 

Vaudeville artists told jokes about 
plum-and-apple; songs were written 
on the subject; and if there had 
Been radio in those days no doubt 
it would have been the theme for at 
feast a thousand “humorous” pro- 
grams. Some of the names the 
soldiers called it can only be repeat- 
ed in wenmixed company. But is 
spite of everything it continued to 
flourish although, after peace was 
declared, in a considerably revised 
form and the mangels and turnips 
were replaced by other ingredients.

(Right here I would like to insert 
a strictly personal note. I happen to 
be closely related, by marriage, to 
@ lady who, asa child, went through 
those ycars of World War One in 
the heart of London, and who still 
has vivid memories of the “quality” 
of thar wartime jam. Here in 
Canadg she does a great deal of can- 
ming and preserving of such things 
as strawberries, raspberries, peaches 
and all the rest. But one of her 
prime standbys is—you guessed it 
—plum and apple jam. The kids and 
I are fond of it too—although the 
fact that real plums and real apples 
are uted may make quite a differ- 
ence.) 


Anyway, although such preserves 
as. black currant, raspberry and 
marmalade still require coupons in 
Britain—in fact the amount allowed 
has been cut from a pound to a half- 
pound per month—good old plum- 
and-apple isn’t rationed any more. 
It's a real step in the right direction 
and might prove a bigger boost to 
United Kingdom morale than most 
of us suspect—bigger than all the 
mews that comes out of Berlin or 
Moscow in a month. 


The Middle East 


Cyprus is a seldom heard of but 
highly strategic island situated in 
the castern Mediterranean; and po- 
litical unrest there has been greatly 
stirred by an apparently casual state- 
ment made by King Paul of Greece. 
The King is reported to have said 
that Britain should give up Cyprus 
to Greece, in return for British or 
American military bases in Crete. 

The island has a population of 
some 450,000 who fall into two dis- 
tinct groups. The majority division 
consists of Greeks of the Orthodox 
Faith who are ardent patriots and 
mationalists, and who for % years 
have been dreaming of union with 
Greece. The smaller group consists 
¢f some S&) thousand Moslem Turks 
who look for support to the Turkish 
Republic. 

In the present Greek civil war a 
high = centage of the Cyprian people 
take the side of the Communist rebels, 
and oppose the monarchy and clerical 
influences of present-day Greece. 
These political leanings make them 
still more unfriendly toward Great 





Britain: and just a few wecks ago 
mew contingents of British troops 


were greeted wit’ widespread strikes 
in the mining and other industries 
of the island 

Some 20 years ago the British tried 
to give Cyprus some sort of aclf- 
administration. But in 19X31 a re- 
volt broke out which had to be sup- 
pressed, and all Iegislative power is 
pow vested in the British Governor- 
General. 

“conomically,. the Cypriotes have 
been doing very well. The mining 
industry is prospering and the situa- 
tion of the farmers has improved 
considerably as compared to what it 
was in the Turks’ days. Today the 
British are carrying out medical, 
agricultural and educational develop- 
ments which profit all inhabitants of 


the island. 


But Cyprus is expericncing a big 
wave of nationalist sentiment. The 
majority of the Cypriote Greeks has 
declinéd to acce,t self-government 
from t!. British as a substitute for 
being united with their © Greck 
mepthgrlayd.” even Pees they kr Ww 
ery Att anny ce tier a> they’ now 
are. In fact many Cypriotes openly 
state that they prefer the inefficient 
and frequently corrupt but personally 
conecnial Greek official to the more 
efficient British administrator who, 
they feel, treats them as “natives.”

Bet for the first time since the 
Olympic Games were revired—at 
Athens in 1906—there was no male 
athlete good enough to cop even 
two track events, which should give 
a pretty good idea of how keen 
competition is these days, and of 
how a man must be right at his 
peak, also favored by a smile from 
Lady Luck, in order to get down in 
front. In fact, it's getting to the 
point where—if we are to have 
many more track and field records 
broken—they'll have to use watches 
that split seconds into hundredths 
rather than tenths,

Koen of the Netherlands won three 
races on her own, also ran the 
anchor lap of the relay to bring 
victory to the Dutch team.

The United States, with a total of 
thirty-eight firsts quite naturally led 
all the rest of the nations; which, all 
things constlered, is just about as 
surprising as to find Tuesday com- 
ing after Monday. But when you 
think of comparative wealth, popu- 
lation, climate and other factors, in 
our opinion the performance of 
Sweden—with seventeen firsts—was 
far more outstanding, in fact the 
most remarkable thing about the 
entire affair.

As for Canada’s showing—well, 
perhaps the best thing to do would 
be to draw a merciful veil of silence

Recently the noted Toronto col- 
umnist, J. Vo MeAree, expressed 
doubt that one Canadian out of ten 
could fill in the letters following 
CC F. “There is littl in either the 
abbreviation or the full title of the 
party — the Co-operative Common: 
wealth Federation—to suggest that 
it is really the Socialist Party of 
Canada, no less, no more,” he went 
on to say. “It corresponds precisely 
with the party which now supports 
the British Government. 

“But recently a statement of its 
ends ought to clarify any former 
vagueness “and misunderstanding. 
The clarification may bring 
strength to it from some quarters 
and weaken it in others. The state- 
ment announces the intention of 
the CCF, when it attains power, to 
nationalize the banks, the trans- 
portation system, the manufacture 
of farm implements and other ¢s- 
sential services. 

“This is socialism. It is the same 
program that is being put into ef- 
fect by the British Labor Party, 
which is really the British Socialist 
Party. If you like it, and the pros- 
pect of further nationalizing as time 
goes on, you will like the CCF, 
On the other hand you may be re- 
lieved to learn that not a word is 
said about nationalizing Canadian 
women.” 

Commenting on the above a well 
known Canadian said, “Mr. McAree 
might have said ‘if’ it attains power 
rather- than ‘when.’ After all the 
voters still have some power— 
when they bother to use it.”

ant says to limit yourself to 20 or 25 minutes. We've all had 
experiences with long-winded speech-makers, especially if they 
just like to “talk” for the sake of talking, Fluent English is our 
aim, but we can’t all be Churchill's, so use as simple words as 
possible. Groping for an economy-sized word when the smaller 
variety would do, is Hable to be frustrating, Use jokes, if you 
want, but make sure they’re good ones. Hollow ha-ha’s are the 
synthetic facsimile of a real spontaneous guffaw. Don’t be a 
dictator. You Know the type we mean “you should do this and 
that’, If you think that every last person in front of you is an 
ignorant stinker, do your best to Keep it to yourself. It would 
do them no good -to know it, and it will certainly earn you some 
free overripe vegetables if you let the secret out. Don’t wave 
your arms to emphasize a point, or bellow like a bull. Those 
people in front of you know you're doing it for effect, so you've 
only wasted your energy. 

After these Ups, now you can go out and make @ sure-fire ad- 
dress at your next church, social or service club meeting. And 
don’t get us wrong — we're no authority on speech-making.

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“CONSUMER RESISTANCE” 


There has been a lot of mention recently of that econo- 
mical phenonemon, “consumer resistance * when the 
mounting dost of living is under discussion, As prices rise, 
the argument goes, consumer demand will fall off propor- 
tionately,-until the prices haye reached a scale at which 
the consumer rebels and demand for the commodities 
drops sharply. When that point is reached, and the pro- 
ducer is confronted with a suddenly shrunken market, one 
might say “consumer resistance” has come Into play. 


This aj] sounds logical and even inevitable in our econ: 
omic aeie yet something has gone askew in the pattern 
since the war. Prices have spiralled, yet an effective con- 
sumer resistance has not emerged to fatten out the infla- 
tionary price trends. Some observers claim the consumer 
will continue to buy until the pent-up demand for goods 
which the war engendered bas been satisfied, while others 
attribute the situation to a nationally-expanded purchas- 
ing power, yet neither of these explanations suffices. 


Make+the grocery business ,for example. The average 
housewife watehes prices daily creeping upward, compares 
them wistfully with pre-war prices, and generally com: 
plains—yet she continues to buy. One might argue: “But 
how could we live if we stopped buying groceries?" but the 
fact is that the average purchaser persists in buying “lux- 
ury” items at the grocer’s in increasing quantities. Sales in 
dog and cat foods are booming as never before, and groc- 
ers have little difficulty in disposing of such comparative 
luxuries Aas Olives fine pickles and sauces, confectionery 
and fancy quality tinned goods. If the customer continues 
to buy such high-priced goods at our present price level. 
when can we expect consumer resistance to check the price 
increases in our basic necessary foodstuffs? 

While the explanation for such continued buying can- 

not be found in any one factor, one trend is becoming more 
apparent in these abnormal times—people in general are 
not as cautious with their purse strings as they were. in 
the lean pre-war days. Call it a post-war spending spree if 
you like, but remember too that most people cannot affoni 
the money spent. Twenty-eight per cent. of the people in 
the United States, acconding to a radio report, are spending 
over their income whereas individual savings are ata new 
low. Undoubtedly a parallel situation exists in Canada. 


“Consumer resistance” can certainly help deflate the in- 
flationary balloon which hovers over us. yet in onder to 
hasten its downfall we, the consumers, must get fussy— 
we must pick and choose in purchasing, stubbornly refuse 
to buy unreasonably-priced goods, and, above all, attempt 
to regain that sense of frugality which helped us through 
the ‘thirties.

To our knowledge, a complete history -of The 
Rathbun Company has never been written and The Pub- 
lishers of The Post felt that a good many of the younger 
people particularly, are not familiar with The Deseronto 
of half a century ago, so a series of articles has been com- 
piled by J. Harl Morrison, Managing Editor, touching on 
those early days. To secure data on events covering a 
period of nearly one hundred years in the life of a com- 
pany is not an easy task, and while we have tried to 
assemble the facts in some sort of chronological order, 
doubtless errors will occur, which we trust our readers 
will overlook, If there is sufficient interest on the part.

The Rathbuns created Deseronto, of that there is 

no doubt. The story of the Rathbuns, from a humble be- 

- ginning to the control of wealth and power which they 
later achieved, is the story of Deseronto. There is hard- 
ly a family in this town which has not had, at some time, 
‘at least one of its members associated with the Rathbun 
interests. The company employed as many as 5,000 per- 
sons at one time, and became a two million dollar busi- 
ness. a 

At one perio when the Rathbun light was bright- 
est, about 1885 to 1895, the population of Deseronto was 
not its present 1,300, but was over 5,000, and the Rath- 
‘buns had 3,833,240 acres of timber land throughout this 
‘part of Ontario. 

The rise and decline of the Rathbun enterprises, 
before its charter was surrendered in 1923, is an impor- 
tant chapter in Canadian history, spanning a lusty gen- 
eration. The role of a company that had over a mile of 
frontage on the Bay of Quinte, owned three railroads, a 
shipyard and over 100 dwellings, is no small one in the 
story of Canada and the economic growth of a nation. 

: Vast Holdings 

At the theight of the company’s prosperity, the 
enterprises owned and conducted by the Rathbuns inclu- 
ded two saw-mills in Deseronto, and other saw mills in 
Rossmore, Campbellford and Hungerford, a sash, blind 
and door factory at Deseronto, and other Deseronto in- 
dustries including a-flour mill, chemical works, terra 
eotta lumber works, machine, blacksmith and boiler re- 
pair shops, general store, shipyard, car works, a steam 
boat company, known as the “Deseronto Navigation Com- 
pany”, which owned seven steam freight and passenger 
boats, a steam tugboat, and three tow barges; and also 
had docks, water frontage and land storage at Oswego, 
N.Y., Napanee, Kingston, Gananoque, Picton, Belleville, 
and Campbellford. 

The company owned the Bay of Quinte Railway 
and Navigation Company, Consisting of a railway three 
and a half miles long and four miles of sidings connect- 
ing to the works and yards, from Deseronto to Deseronto 
Junction on the Grand Trunk Railway. 

Also in the company’s holdings was The Napanee, 
Tamworth and Quebe¢ Railway Company, with traffic 
arrangements with the Grand Trunk Railway covering 
the distance of four and three-quarter miles between 
Deseronto Junction and Napanee. 

Another railway extended from Gananoque to a 
junction with the Grand Trunk Railway, a distance of 
three and three-quarter miles, and was incorporated as 
the Thousand Islands Railway Company. 

The Beginning 

The company was first chartered in Canada in 
1848 as the, co-partnership firm of A, S. Rathbun and 
Company, for the purpose of acquiring timber lands and 
the manufacture of lumber. Later it became H. B. Rath- 
bun and Son and in 1883 it was incorporated as the Rath- 
bun Company. 

The gompany’s birth actually dates back to about 
1830 when three young men from New York, Hugo B. 
Rathbun and two friends, visited Canada periodically 
buying logs and timber for export to the United States. 
They made some excellent connections and were doing a 
good business when rumours arose that an embargo was

The letter issued by the local 
Commission points out that the 
Deseronto office has been allotted 
3,350 kilowatt hours daily but that 
consumers, only a week previously, 
had used 4,000 to 4,800 kilowatt hrs.

The letter also points out that all 
metres have been read and record- 
ed and it hoped that the next 
reading will show a 25 per cent.

In 1872 the mill and most of the lumber owned by 
the Rathbun Company was destroyed by fire, but by the 
Summer of 1878 a new mill, equipped with the latest ma- 
chinery, commenced sawing, and continued throughout 
the life of the company. 

Known locally as the “Stone Mill”, this mill was 
originally a wooden structure, built on a small scale in 

1849, but after the fire it was re-built of stone, 115 feet by 
90 feet, with an iron roof. There was also a brick, iron- 
roofed engine and boiler room, 80 feet by 50 feet, and later 
a wooden addition, 60 feet by 90 feet, was also built. 

The mill was well- equipped with what was then, the 
most modern machinery, especially adapted for utilizing 
and converting into marketable products ,the slabs and 
other wastes of a saw mill. The acumen of the company 
may be easily noticed in the following figures showing the 
articles saved from the waste that was usually destroyed 
by fire in burners especially erected for the purpose in 
connection with many of the other saw-mills of Canada. 

In 1885, for instance, from waste material, this mill 
turned out 12,342,000 laths, 117, 780 pickets, 130,000 ones

This was not an exceptional year, for such products 


from “waste” materials, burned at great expense by other 

companies, were turned out year after year, But this was 
only a side-line with the mill, for it turned out 29 073,110 
board feet of lumber at a cost of $1.05 per foot that year as 


well.

lumber docks and refuse piling grounds. 

The docks in connection with the mill had sufficient 
water frontage to enable the lumber to be piled as it came 
from the mill, so that it could be shipped directly into ves- 
sels without haulage. 

Well-Known Names 

The mill had several superintendents during the 
years, Dexter and McMartin perhaps being the most suc- 
cessful. William Mitchell was in direct charge as head 
millwright of all machinery, being ably assisted by Gaulin, 
Sr., James Baird and Mike Gartland. Engineer Cole was in 
charge of the Power Plant, Dick Baxter and St. Onge were 
band sawyers, with Nelson Tompkins as general handy- 
man. 

A lath and picket mill was added in 1878 to take 
care of much of the waste material. Alex Therrien, Sr., 
was in charge there for many years. 

With the growth of the industry and the business of 
“the firm, the personnel naturally increased also. A. H. 
McGaughey, followed by J. L. McFarlane, was thé head 
lumber salesman for some time, with W. J. Nolan and oth- 
ers as assistants. Mike Marrigan was in charge of the lum- 
ber yard, looking to the proper piling of the green stock, 
and loading on vessels or cars when ready for shipment. He 
was assisted and followed by such men as John Bruyea, 
Dick Marrigan and Tom Fox. 

At one time the company held timber lands consist- 
ing of 57,840 acres held in fee, 3,766,400 acres held under 
licence and 9,000 acres for which deeds were held for the 
timber only. Many of these lands were acquired chiefly for 
the pine which grew on them but there were also immense 
quantities of cedar, hemlock, tamarac, spruce, basswood, 
ash, maple and beach. 

The completion of the Napanee, Tamworth and Que- 
bee Railway to connect with the Midland and Canadian 
Pacific Railways, also provided a cheap rail route to Des- 
eronto for the products of the various forest properties. 
The lands yielded at least five million board feet in timber, 
lumber and ties and were so situated from settlers and 
others that at least another 100,000,000 feet was available. 

The Cedar Mill 

The Cedar Mill was started in a small way in 1872 to 
meet a demand from the United States for cedar timber 
cut into suitable shapes for railway sleepers, fence posts, 
shingles, ete. and for pine, hemlock and other woods cut 
into long lengths for building purposes. 

This mill gradually enlarged as the trade demanded 
until it was complete with the best class of machinery for 
the economical manufacture of this class of material, A 
two and three storey structure of wood and stone with 
stone partition walls, it was 180 feet by 60 feet with an ad- 
dition of 85 feet by 30 feet, fitted with automatic sprink- 
lers, steam force pumps and fireproof engine and boiler 
room, with ample water and land storage facilities. 

The last, superintendent was C. McCool, with Frank 
Quance and Walter Stratton in charge of the yard and 

local sales, assisted by William Donaldson and William 
Wilson. Ed. Lindsay was “setter” in the timber mill and 
‘Red’ Stewart was sawyer. The shingle mill was in charge 
of Joe Couture, with Tom Alexander and Alex Foote as 
inspectors. ap

It’s probably no news to tell you 
that Canadians who grow apples on 
a commercial scale have real reas- 
ons for dreading the severity of our 
winters. For instance the extra 
cold weather in the winter of 1933- 
34 did so much damaze to orchards 
in Ontario and Quebec that pro- 
duction dropped more than a mil- 
lion barrels. That's a whole lot of 
applesauce, and no joke intended. 

. . * 


But Canadian experts in the culti- 
vation of fruit trees have becn work- 
ing on the problem for years, grow- 
ing new varieties which they expect 
will help commercial growers to 
battle the winter kill—somethink 
which will have the effeet of push- 
ing still farther north our apple- 
growing areas. 

+ - . 

Russian varieties of trees produce 
poor quality fruit by our standards 
—but when Canadian varieties were 
budded on hardy Russian types the 
apples were all that could be de- 
sired, and the trees proved to be 
extra frost-resistant. More than 
that, these trees se¢m to be immune 
to the collar rot which is such a 
plague in eastern Canadian orchards.

After that the floor should be ~

When this is dry, it is 
wise to apply a good disinfectant, 
such as lye in two or three per cent 
solution, chlorinated lime in the 
proportion of six ounces to each 
gallon of water, or one of the many 
commercial preparations available. 
Cracks and corners should not be 
neglected, as these may provide cozy 
hiding places for parasites and dis- 
case germs.

Sometimes signs are misleading ... and looking for an extra 
special fishing spot last week, we found one that was the last 
word in misconception. The road was new to us, but we knew the 
fishin’ hole wasn’t far away—but where? Finally we stopped 
to enquire from the property owner just where the fish were. He 
told us we'd passed the point and to stop at the sign down fhe 
road. We found the sign and the spot, but the former was some- 
what bewildering. In large letters it read “No Trespassing”. So 
you never can tell! 

Shopping is a problem’... to many a mother, especially tn the 
city. It isn’t worth the struggle to take the tiny ones with you on

| a shopping tour, and usually there’s no one to stay at home with 
them. We often wonder just how city mothers manage. 

Two war veterans, we're told, have capitalized on the plight of 

these women, They’ve hit on a right smart idea and here ‘tis 

First they purchased a truck and stocked it with all kinds of 
children’s wearing apparel. A store on wheels, you could call it. 
Then they began calling on suburban homes. It wasnt long be- 
fore they were making regular monthly visits. Now, another truck 

| is on order, so that other outlying city districts can be covered. 

The same idea has clicked in England too—so we read. In tex- 

| tile mills where most employees are women, it was found that 
production was being hampered because too much time was being 

| lost for shopping expeditions, The firms were willing to make 

any reasonable concessions in order that married women might 

be retained on their staffs. With shopping as difficult as it is, the 

women could not hope to get sufficient for their tables with after- 

five buying. Now grocery trucks laden with everything In their 

stores, call at the plants during the noon lunch hour; the women 

order their grocerles which are delivered to their homes after 

they return from work, 

Fortunately, mothers in small towns haven’t these problems, 
but they do share with the city mother, the problem of being 
house-tied. It has been estimated that in the United States only 
33% of the housewives have help in their homes and of that fi- 
gure a large percentage is only part-time assistance. In Canada, 
the same conditions exist. To the young girl who has been ac- 
customed to a bit of fun o’ nights, motherhood presents a dismal, 
| monotonous, stay-athome routine. One young mother confides 
that school-girl baby sitters are the answer to a maiden’s prayer 
| if you have one child, but when the family gets larger, an older 
woman is the only solution. She tells us that on her street there 
is a widow who has become the Good Samaritan of all the young 
mothers. 

It seems that the widow in her early sixties was lonely. Her 
family had grown up and married; she wasn't able to work full 
time, and she was unhappy in her boredom. Like the veteran with 
his store-truck, she got a brilliant idea one day. Way couldn't she 
| help out the young mothers on her street? She called at a few 
homes, and then her telephone started ringing. Her evenings 
were her happiest hours; the little ones began to love her, and 
the mothers seemed happier too. It was a wonderful feeling for 
them to Jeave the house for an evening's fun, knowing their fam- 
ily was being well cared for. This widow wonders why other 
lonely women don’t try the idea. Well, we wonder too!

MODERN DRY KILNS BULLY IN S71 PERMITTED COM- 
PANY TO TURN OUT 25,000 PERT OF SUSE a 
DAY—TWO MILLS LATER ESTABLISHED AT 
GRAVENHURST AND LINDSAY—FLEET OF STEAM 
BARGES BUSY ON GREAT LAKES 


Below is the third installment of the series on the 
Rathbun firm, the chief industrial concern operating in 
this area for many years. This series of articles was com- 
piled by The Post after considerable research work by the 
Managing Editor. The series will continue over the next 
six weeks, 


In the Fall of 1887, the shingle mill was burned and 
three months was lost in re-building. At that time the mill 
was being allowed the following rates each year for manu- 
facturing: lumber, $2.75 per 1,000 feet; railway ties, five 
cents each; posts, one cent each; lath, 45 cents for each 100 
pieces; shingles, 75 cents for each 1,000 pieces; pickets, $1 
for each 1,000 pieces. At these prices the company paid all 
repairs and operating expenses, including sorting, piling 
and putting aboard vessels or cars and earned a “small 
profit”, 

A steam-operated mill at Rossmore, known as the 
“Eagle Mill”, was acquired in 1879, together with valuable 
timber lands by purchase. This mill was located on the 
Bay of Quinte, IS miles west of Deseronto and one mile 
from Belleville. It was a wooden structure, 123 feet by 68 
feet, with an addition measuring 60 feet by 16 feet, well- 
equipped with machinery, power, fire appliances, water 
frontage, docks and land for storage purposes and dwell- 
ings for workmen. 

Sash, Blind and Door Factory 

The sash, blind and door factory, at Deseronto, 
started in a small way in 1874 and later became a two- 
storey brick building, 270 feet by 60 feet, with an addition 
40 feet by 60 feet, in three compartments, with heavy brick 
walls between for fire protection. It was covered with fire- 
proof asbestos roofing. There were automatic fire sprink- 
Jers on’‘both floors, it was heated throughout by steam and 
Was equipped with the best in wood working machinery. 
There were modern dry kilns capable of turning out 25,000 
feet of himber every 24 ‘hours and this plant was, at that 
time ,the largest sash, blind and door factory in the Dom- 
inion of Canada. 

An export business in connection with this depart- 
ment was done through the agency of Bryce, Junor and 
White, of London, England, and Glasgow, Scotland, The 
stock of doors in the hands of the firm of McConnell and 
Company, of London, England, Was later purchased and 
their store premises were secured for a number of years. 
This removed the chief opposition in Great Britain in 
American doors, and enabled an advance, of fully 10 per 
cent in prices. It opened the way for a large increase in 
export business and in 1888 there were fully 75,000 doors 
turned into the market. 

This industry within an industry, utilized the door 
panels and cuttings from the slabs and edgings of the 
lumber mills and supplied the company’s agencies, with 
all kinds of ‘house building and furnishing materials. In 
Toronto, alone, the sales agyregated $48,820 in ISS7 and 
the demand was in excess of the capacity of the factory. 

The average number emploved here was 150 and the 
power was provided by a pair of engines in the machine 
shop. Railway tracks connected the works with the other 
departments and the water. The first superintendent of 
this shop was William Irvine, assisted by Harry Woodall 
anda man named Wagar. The factory was enlarged to pro- 
vide a box department and match splint department and a 
large business was done in wooden boxes for canning fac- 
tories, cereal mills, and for the commercial fishing indus- 
try. The match splint department helped further to reduce 
the waste from the saw mills and did a large business for 
some years with the Bryant and May Match Company in 
London, England, J, BE. Herbert was superintendent of this 
department. 

To take care of the growing business and the great 
demand for lumber and other wood products, two milk 
were established at Gravenhurst, under Superintendent 
Joseph Clairmont, and at Lindsay, under Superintendent 
G. H. M. Baker. Lumber yards and agencies to handle the 
output and help to supply local demand were established at 
Oswego to take care of the American market, and at Tor- 
onto, Gananoque, Kingston, Picton, Belleville, Oshawa, 
Napanee, Lindsay, Campbellford, Peterborough and Brock- 
ville, to take care of local requirements. V. R. Marshal! 
was superintendent of the Brockville factory. 

A fleet of steam lumber barges made daily trips to 
Oswego with lumber for the American market, In many 
cases bringing back coal for use at Deseronto and some of 
the agencies where coal-yards had been established. Many 
sailing vessels were also employed in this trade and it was 
not uncommon to see four or five boats loading at Deser- 
onto at the same time. Smaller passenger and frejeht boats 
plied the Bay of Quinte daily between Deseronto and Tren- 
ton. Belleville, Picton, Napanee and intermediate points. 
R. C. Carter and Frank Chapman had charge of this de- 
partment, assisted by such captains as John Gowan, W. 
Christia, Palmateer, Doherty and John McFall, engineer, 
and Captain Barney Bernhart. 

- ‘The flour mill was started In 1881, being the first 
foll roller process mill in Canada. It started with a capac- 
ity of 25 barrels every 24 hours but later increased its out- 
put to 235 barrels a day. 

The property consisted of a stone mill, 45 feet by 
70 feet, with four stories of from 12 to 16 feet each, witha 
one-storey engine and boiler room addition 40 feet square. 
There was an elevator, 50 feet by 60 feet, 65 feet high, with 
a storage capacity of 45,000 bushels, built of plank laid flat 
on top of each other and spiked, sheethed with galvanized 
iron. A storage house for bran and flour measured 40 feet 
by 60 feet, was 45 feet high, and was sheethed with galvan- 
ized iron. The motive power was steam, brought during the 
sawing season from the refuse burners. 

This mill was under the management of Richard 
Rayburn for many years and fora lengthy period was an 
outlet for all grain products in the surrounding territory. 
Besides cracking and grinding a high-grade flour was pro- 
duced, which had for its trade name “Crown Jewel”. In the 
disastrous fire in 1896, the mill and storage bins and all 
contents were burned to the ground. Before the end of 1596 
a new company was formed and called the “Deseronto 
Milling Company” with R. Rayburn as general manager. A 
new mill was erected at Tweed and was profitably operated 
for many years. After Mr, Rayburn’s death it was success- 
fully carried on by his daughter Miss Ann Rayburn until 
it was sold. The mill still operates at Tweed. F. Hubbs was 
bookkeeper and John Stuart, Millwright, at Deseronto.

Be- 
sides passenger cars, 160,000 trucks and buses have been placed 
on the retail market (another 66,000 were exported). In the USS. 
the figures are still more amazing. This tycoon neighbor of ours 
boasts twice as many cars per capita than any other country in 
the world.

Biography in the Bible 
Genesis 11:31 to 12: 5; 17; 1-8. 
Golden Text—In all thy ways ac- 
knowledge him and he shall direct 

thy paths. —Proverbs 3:6. 

In every nation there have been 
individuals who helped to shape 
the course of history. To know 
the story of these persons is to 
know the biography of the nation. 

The choosing of Abram to illus- 
trate biography in the Bible is a 
happy one, Few names in history 
are respected by so many, He was 


the father and founder of the 
Jewish nation. Mohammedans ac- 
claim him because he was the 


father of Ishmael from which the 
tribes of Arabs are decended. To 
Christians he is the “father of the 
faithful.” 

Bible biographies are frank, There 
is no attempt to cover faults, 
Abram’s reference to his wife Sara 
as his sister, —even though she was 
his half-sister,—was an attempt to 
deceive. This was one instance of 
his lack of faith. However in other 
acts Abram showed great faith. In 
response to God's call he left Ur 
of the Chaldees, journeying to Can- 
aan, now called Palestine. This land 
was promised to Abram and his 
seed for an everlasting possession. 
But greater than this was the prom- 
ise, “Thow shalt be a blessing—and 
in thee shall all the families of t# 
earth be blessed.” This is being 
fulfilled through Jesus Christ, who 
is a descendant of Abram according 
to the flesh.

FINISHED LUMBER WAS SOLD IN UNITED STATES 

The 6th Installment of our series on the famed Rathbun 

Company, discloses further expansion, particularly with respect 

to the establishment of retail outlets at Belleville, Peterboro, 

Campbellford and other nelghboyring centres, By 1887, the Os- 

wego yards were doing well over half a million dollars in busl- 

ness annually, The Company operated a store at which coupons 
were turned in for foodstuffs and other commodities in lieu of 
wages. In spite of the comparatively low wages of those days, all 
families lived comfortably and a dollar would probably buy fen 
times as much as it would today. The Toronto Agency of the 
Company was established in 1551. 





(6th Installment) 





The Oswego yard was established in a small way by the 
Company at Oswego, N.Y., on Lake Ontario, in 1868, under the 
name of E. W. Rathbun and Company. A terminal point of four 
ruilways on a branch of the Erie Canal, it was established for 
the purpose of shipping Lumber to the company’s Albany agents, 
which at that time, seld nearly all the lumber then produced by 
H. B. Rathbun and Son. Gradually a wholesale trade was estal- 
lished in connection with the business. 

The property at Oswego consisted of water frontage, docks 
and storage facilities in the harbor of Oswego and was increased 
at the growth of the trade demanded. From 1882 it was under 
the management of C. H. Bond. 

The Rathbun Company was authorized by a special act of 
New York State to hold real estate in the United States to the 
extent of $250,000. The Oswego property was valued at about 
$100,000. By 1887 the Oswego yard was doing an annual business 
of $566,941.57 and, in addition, was shipping from 15 to 20 million 
feet of lumber yearly to Albany, N.Y. 

Retail yards were established at Belleville, Kingston, Wolfe Is- 
land, Campbellford, Peterborough, Gananoque, Napanee, Picton, 
and Brockville for the purpose of selling the lower grades of 
lumber manufactured at the mills which were not readily sale- 
able in the United Statse. These yards also sold coal, salt, ce 
ment, ete. and purchased such forest products as were offered in 
their respective localities. At most of these points the company 
owned lands, docks and buildings. These yards yielded a net 
profit in 1887 of $20,452.89. 

An agency was established at Ottawa, the great lumbering 
manufacturing centre of Canada In those days for the purpose of 
purchasing railway sleepers and lumber for the Oswego and oth- 
er departments. In connection with this department, the com- 
pany was enabled to secure a great many lots of lumber from the 
many mills in the Ottawa area for the use of the factory at Des- 
eronto. The company also bought logs there and had them sawed 


at other mills.

Use of Electricity in Ontario as 
Amended and Now in Force 


Made by The Hydro-Electric Power Commission of Ontario 
| and Approved by Order-in-Council 


Amendments Appear in Heavier Type 


PART I 
WATER HEATERS 


1.-(1) Unless water heaters operated by electrical power 


are-, 

(a) equipped with thermostatic control, and 

(b) installed in or on tanks which are thermally

We 
were given fair warning a:shortage 
might occur—a shortage that has 
been further aggravated by the late 
summer drought — and that was 
something no one could prevent. 


Canada depends so much upon 
her natural resources—water to 
generate electricity; natural gas in 
many parts of the country; oil for 
$O tnany prposes; and it looks as if 
our use of these resources is out- 
Stripping the supply. It is some- 
thing to remember—and we might 
also think twice before we criticize.

History in the Old Testament 
1 Kings 4:21-29; 11:16, 9-11. 





Golden Text:—Blessed is the na- 
tion whose God 1s the Lord.— 
Paslm 33.12, 


A large portion of the Old Test- 
ament is history. It relates in de- 
tail the story of Israel, the chosen 
race. A few years ago a traveller 
was going from Egypt to Palestine. 
He went to a book seller to secure 
a guide book which would enable 
him to identify the historic land- 
marks in the country over which he 
was to travel. The book seller frank- 
ly told him that if he would study 
the book of Exodus, and related 
passages, it would be as dependable 
a guide as he could find. Further- 
more, almost every year fresh cvi- 
dence is uncovered confirming the 
accuracy of the Old Testament His- 
tory. 

The lesson gives us a picture of 
the Kingdom of Isracl when its 
prosperity and grandeur was great- 
est. Soloman ruled in’ peace for 
forty years. It was the golden age. 
It was not the forced prosperity 
occasioned by war, but a prosperity 
made possible by peace. The Queen 
of Sheba after visiting the kingdom 
and viewing its glory exclaimed to 
Solomon, “The half was not told 
ne.” 

But despite Solomon's wisdom 
he made a great error. “He loved 
many strange women... he had 
seven hundred wives, princesses, 
and three hundred concubines. He 
joined with his wives in their idola- 
trous worship. Because of Sol- 
ornon’s sin God said to him, “I 
will surely rend the kingdom from 
thee, and will give it to thy ser- 
vant.” To be in the kingdom of 
God is better than to rule king- 
doms of the world.

The wholesale coal department was first undertaken In a 
small way in 1880 to acquire from the United States, on the most 
advantageous terms, anthracite and bituminous coal for the re- 


tall yard departments to handle 


in connection with the sale of 


lumber. It became a profitable venture and made money for the 
yards and also provided return freight for ships carrying lumber 


products to the United States. 


The department did a thriving business with the general 
public and from a beginning of about 47,000 tons, grew until it 


was handling about 56,000 tons per year by 1887. 
The Campbellford mill, a small business on the Trent Riv- 


er, was established in 1886 for the purpose of manufacturing rail- 


way ties and the sawing of such 


logs as were found to be water- 


logged when they reached that point and thus saved them from 
loss on the way down the river. It was the headquarters of the 


company’s Trent River lumbering operations and had direct rail 


connections. 
Hungerford Mill 
‘The Hungerford mill was a 


small portable mill in the midst 


of hardwood lands, 12 miles from the Napanee, Tamworth and 
Quebec Railway but was only three miles from the railway when 
it was extended. Started as an experiment to see if such a port 
able mill was a practical method of working up the hardwoods 
that were otherwise Invaluable owing to the distance from the 


mills, the project proved to be 
wholesale prices for the lumber 
way, it showed a 30 per cent p 
first year.

With his eye to the future, Mr. E. W. Rathbun sent Matt- 
hew Butler to Germany where the latter obtained the formula for 
the manufacture of portland cement, The first product of this 
kind was made at Strathcona. Incidentally, J. D, Johnston, who 
started as an apprentice with the cement company at Marlbank, 
is now a Director of The Canada Cement Company.

THE FREEDOM OF THE PRESS 

Newspaper editors, who as a class have, a sense of 
duty towards their calling unsurpassed by that of any 
other profession, including the clergy, must frequently 
meet problems of conscience in their handling of news. 
The freedom of the press is axiomatic, but the manner in 
which that freedom is used is an ethical question. 

There would be few problems if-the average reader 
of the paper were as intelligent as the editor. To take an 
example: when John Jones, a labor leader, is promoting 
a strike in the Blank Company's factory, he may issue a 
statement asserting that wages and working conditions in 
the factory are deplorable, that the Blank Company are 
bloodsuckers and grinders of the faces of the poor and that 
his followers will stay out on strike until their demands 
are met to the last cent. The fact that Mr. Jones makes 
such a statement is news, and the editor uses it as such, 
making it clear that Mr. Jones and not the newspaper is 
responsible for the truth or falsehood of what was said. 
If the Blank Company wishes to answer Mr. Jones, the 
rebuttal is also news and will be published. 

But the average reader, perhaps a little too prone to 
believe what appears in print, may quite easily miss the 
qualifying phrases that clothe the attack on the Blank 
Company. To him the news may be that the company is 
all the disagreeable things that Mr. Jones has called #t and 
not the simple fact that Mr. Jones has a certain gift of 
invective. The reader who accepted Mr. Jones’ statement as 
true will be less receptive towards the Blank Company's 
rebuttal. Acceptance of that would cause him to change 
his mind, always an inconvenient process. 

If the editor believes that Mr. Jones has been unfair 
and untruthful in his attack on the company, he may re- 
fuse his statement or he may point out its errors in an edi- 
torial. Either course will annoy Mr. Jones and his parti- 
sans and provoke the charge that the paper is a tool of 
the big interests and is misusing the freedom of the press. 

Until a race of intelligent newspaper readers is 
developed, who will read all statements with a cautious 
scepticism, whether the source is a labor leader, a govern- 
ment spokesman or Premier Stalin, the editor who wishes 
to keep his paper both truthful and impartial will have to 
submit to misunderstanding of his motives and his actions. 
It may be that development of the intelligent reader is 
under way. If so, the communists may be thanked for it. 
No one who is not hopelessly prejudiced in favor of Russia 
can read the statements from Moscow without recognition 
of their basic untruth. It is only a short step from this re- 
cognition to a suspicion that, when a Canadian labor lead- 
er talks in the terms of the Cominform, what he says is 
probably no more worthy of trust. :

Job, more th: . any other book 
in the Bible may be called a drama. 
The most dramatic part tells of the 
series of disasters which suddenly 
sweep away everything that Job 
had (1213-19). There is nothing 
else in Scripture which can com- 
pare with this in dramatic effect 
except perhap’ the tense scene 
where Esther plead for her life 
a *. 7 Eves of her peste, 

The prologue and epilogue of the 
book of Job are in prose; The bulk 
of the book—Chapters 4-31 —is 
poetry. The changes to be observed 
are internal and mental, consisting of 
Job's char moods and of the 
increasing boldnes with which Job 
is, wrongfully accused. 

Job was the world’s greatest suf- 
ferer with the exception of Jesus 
Christ who bore our sins. There 
were then no Holy Scriptures from 
which he might derive comfort. 
Nor did he know that his faithful- 
ness would be forever a lesson 
to all mankind. He was unaware 
that Satan had secured God's per- 
mission to test him to the point 
of death. God had described Job as 
“4 perfect, and an upright man, 
one that feareth God.” Satan pur- 
posed to make Job curse God to 
his face. 

The plot failed. Job maintained 
his integrity. He did not know why 
he must suffer so. He did not need 
to know. He knew God knew and 
that it all must work for his good. 
Such faith!

was able (0 speak purely in indefinite terms. But he did a 
goad fod and we doubt if anything, short of an actual pro- 
mise of industrial ald, could have been more to the point. 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Porter's speech probably 
was better for the people of this town than if he had drop- 
ped an industry in our laps. He showed us what we must 
lears before We can survive this battle for industries that 
is raging among many small towns in Ontario, He preach- 
ed tenacity of purpose, a fighting will and a determination 
to keep hammering at Chis door until someone answers, 

Hon. Dana Porter told us that we must be hard, we 
must be fihters, we must keep punching day-in and day- 
out. We Cirmly believe that this is the first lesson that 
Deseronto must learn if the town is to bring about indus- 
trial expansion. 


TEEN AGERS 


The Deseronto High School has been commended 
by our local Board of Education for the Hallowe'en party 
the pupils had recently, The Board has gone on record 
as encouraging such social activities in the school and 
hoping that there will be more such parties. 

Such extra-curricular activities will, no doubt, 
prove to be the best preventative of juvenile delinquency 
we can offer. IC is only too bad that such activities cannot 
be spread to take in members of the younger generation 
who are no longer at school and who, more than any, may 
be in need of some organized wholesome social activity. 
We are pretty sure that it is lack of something to do that 
most often leads to immorality. : 

The creation of a Teen-Town Club would solve so 
many problems here that its value couldn't be estimated. 
A couple years ago the Town Council, in Napanee, formed 
a Youth Club that has never ceased to function, and has 
grown steadily since, both in its membership and the scope 
of its activities. We don’t expect anything to be done by 
our council this year but perhaps next year’s new council 
(and we're betting that next year’s council will be almost 
entirely a new one) will take on the job, 

The matter isn’t entirely a council matter, however. 
Service clubs, lodges, and other organizations can take on 
the job. At Tweed the Oddfellows Lodge started the Teen- 
Town group and is under the supervision of an Adult Ad- 
visory Council. And its a flourishing, active organization.

Letters In The Bible 
Philippians L:1-11;  4:8-9. 








Golde? Text:—These things have | 
written unto you that believe on the 
name of the Son of God; that ye 
may know that ye have cternal life. 
—1! John $:13. 

Twenty-one of the twenty-seven 
books of the New Testament are 
epistles or letters, most of them 
written by Paul Sometimes be: 
cause a person was about to make 
a journey to some church of 
churches, or to some place where a 
friend was, Paul would send a letter 
along, as he did to Titus in Crete. 
Because the church at Philippi had 
sent a present to Paul in Rome, 
Paul sent back a “thank-you” letter 
by this same messenger when he 
returned—the letter to the Philip- 
pians. 

Paul's affection for the churches 
is especially evident in this lesson. 
He was writing from a Roman 
prison, and doubtless recalled his 
prison experience when he first 
visited Philippi. Though he and 
Silas had been beaten and their 
fect fastened in the stocks, at mid- 
night they prayed and sang praises 
unto God. This same dauntless 
spirit possessed him now. He was 
no whiner. He was praying with 
joy, confident “that He which hath 
begun & good work in you will 
perfect it until the day of Jesus 
Christ.”

The only mystery about the 
Christmas cracker {a the snapper. | 
This ts not made with gunpowder 
strip of card with a fulminant 
which explodes upon being pulled. 
That Is to say, the anapper is made 
with a solution of allver fulminate 
using nitrate acid in Uquid form 
In another way, they use nitrate 
crystalsplus an alkali solution and 
the allver fulminate. The solution 
remains Hquid for only a short 
time, and must be caught Just as It 
precipitates, 

The snapper itself is made of two 
thin strips of cardboard, with a 
small amount of the precipitate on 
each and a dab of glue to which 
sand is added. When dry, these 
are bound tightly together, treated 
fides facing. Then, when the snap- 
per is pulled from opposite ends, 
the cracker explodes by means of 
scratch detonation. That's all there 
Is to it. 

Examine any Christmas cracker, 
and you have the principle for the 
construction of them all . . . a tube 
of cardboard with a plastic novelty, 
a printed motto, and a paper cap 
rolied up inside it. These are 
awathed in elaborate wrappings of 
crepe and printed paper, gold and 
silver foll, “Cellophane”, seals, ar- 
tificial flowers, chenille decorations 
or sprigs of holly. 

The snapper is laid against the 
tube and both wrapped in the gay 
coloured papers. Into the machine 
they go together to be squeezed In- 
to the traditional cracker shape at 
the ends of the cardboard tubing. 
Those ornate decorations are added 
as the final touch. 

Mr. Richardson designed most of 
his own machinery, except for this} 
machine which {is characteristic 
throughout the Industry. His four 
other machines were built on the 
spot, largely as a result of expert- 
ment and improvisation. One of 
his machines can produce thirty 
thousand paper hats per-day, 

That same inventiveness is use 
ful in adding new Ines. The Rich-| 
ardson’s, father and son, have add: 
ed a number of novelties such 
fancy stiff paper hats for occasions 
such as New Year’s parties or the 
drum majorette’s costume. Staples 
and glue are the mainstay of this 
part of the work and much of the 
cutting out Is done by hand. 

Some 300 different lines of crack- 
ers are available, depending upon 
type of paper, decoration and size. 
While Christmas will always be the 
main occasion for their use, the 
crackers are also appearing in St. 
Patrick’s Day dress, and tn pink- 
and-yellow for birthday parties.

‘Out Of The 


Newspaper 





(St. Thomas Times-Journal) 
The thing most people seem to 
!think about first when they get in- 
to trouble is to keep the news 
from getting into the paper. Be 
‘fore they request an editor to keep 
| their names out, they should ask 
themselves this question, “Do I de- 
serve to have mv name left out?” 

If they would answer themselves 
honestly and act accordingly, it 
would save most newspaper  edi- 
tors a lot of bother and occasional 
embarrassment. ‘It is seldom an 
{editor can.commit himself to leay- 
jing a story out, without knowing 
the full facts. These facts almost 
always make legitimate news and 
so do the names that go with them. 









} 
|Most people who plead to have 
; their names left out, know that 


this is so and also that an editor's 
job is to print the news, not to 
keep it out of his paper. ' 
_ Newspapers find that all types 
of people want their names left 
out, types all the way from well 
‘seasoned stumble ‘bums pleading 
they’ve never been in court before) 
to eminent profassional men, en 


it is shame that overcomes them, | 
‘or fear that their good name will be 
destroyed if their indiscretions 
come to light. . a; 


jobs, some that their businesses 
will suffer. Some come weeping 
crocodile tears, a few demand that 
their names be left out and threat 
en to cut off their advertising ap- 
propriations or to cancel their sub- 
scriptions, An incredible number 
of sick wives‘and mothers would 
die if the news ever reached them. 
Others fear the ridicule of friends 
which they’ve brought upon them- 
|selves by some stupid foolish act

Some are afraid they'll lose their } 


lothers who say they don’t care so 
much about themselves as they do 
labout the way their loved ones will 
|suffer if the news is published. 
These are the people who read 
with relish the news of others in 
the news, but who when they come 
into it themselves through some- 
thing wrong they’ve done, are the 
rst to think of running to the pa: 
2. They ought to think about 
jat beforehand. It might be a de- 
terent to them if they did. 

Few editors are the hard-boiled, 





indifferent heartless souls the 
movies picture them. Most will 
lend an ear to these and various 
other tales of woe and folly. But 


there can be no hard and fast rule 
concerning names and news, be- 
cause the factors and circumstances 
differ-in all cases. And in not a 
few instances, it is better to have 
all the facts and the names in a2 
court action published, than have a 
distorted story circulated by word 
of mouth. Oddly enough, when the 
names have been left out, it is 
usually because the editor has exer 
cised his own discretion and judg 
ment in the matter and not because 
he has been asked to do.so. But as 
a rule, unless a person really de 
serves special consideration, it does 
‘no good to ask to have a name left 
yout In any case, don’t come to 
the editor without a thoroughly 
Jausible Story. Editors’ noses are 
‘specially trained to smell rats.
